6. The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 

Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinances no . 14 , Bachelor of Science 
( B.Sc. ) of Jaypee University of Engineering and Technology from the academic session 2022-23 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree or 
four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes , 
Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , notified by the Jaypee University of Engineering and Technology , 


Guna . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University for 
regular students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be as per guidelines 
stated in Ordinance no . 14 of Jaypee University of Engineering and Technology , Guna . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in accordance with the 
guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC , MPPURC and other 
statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the admission 
guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 
Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies .

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10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary / Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

v ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vi ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 
project ( 28 credits ) . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 1. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( I and II semester - Level 5 ) 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12 from M.P. 
Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5 and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Under graduate certificate in 
hand . 


2nd Year ( III and IV semester - Level 6 ) 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . 
A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year ( V and VI semester - Level 7 )

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( VII and VIII semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Levels 
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Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

12. TYPES OF COURSES 
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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively . 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


12.2 . Elective Course : 

Generally a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the disciplinc / subject of study or 
which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
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12.4 . 


Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) .

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


12.3 . Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course . 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

" SEC " courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


13.1 . First semester : 


13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
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13.2 Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if she / he acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

Third Semester 
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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if she / he 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 


13.5 . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester if she / he 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


13.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester if she / he 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if she / he 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 

13.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if she / he 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 


13.7 Seventh Semester : 


a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester for 
Bachelor with Honours degree , if she / he acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 
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Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as shown in clause 13.8 . 

13.10 . Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination . 


( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

a . The University can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under 
SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the central 
government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within university but from same level 
of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt 
courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study 
Webs of Active - Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of 
the University . 

The University shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on available 
facilities in the University . 


d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The University will take a decision for allowing the online courses of SWAYAM if : 
( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the University . The parent institution must designate a 
course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course and to 
facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 


f . The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the University need to be 
undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project may be undertaken in 
any of the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies 
/ Industries with the approval of the University . 

15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practical 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination .

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 

16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.2 


16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be as per 
rules of the University . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , 
external examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 . 
The continuous evaluation of the student will be conducted as decided by the 
University . In case of internal assessment , the University shall distribute and design 
their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table .

assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat 
semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 
semester . Ordinance no . 14 of Jaypee University of Engineering and Technology , 
Guna can be referred for promotion rules . 

16.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get 
F or AB grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay 
the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


16.10 
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In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
she / he clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register 
in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again 
in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee will not 
be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

16.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University but within maximum duration of the programme . 
He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course .

The Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) is a measure of performance of the student 
in a semester . It is the ratio of total credit points secured by a student in various courses 
registered in that semester and the total course credits taken during that semester 
The Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) .and Cumulative Grade Point Average 
( CGPA ) will be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , 
except the credits of additional courses , if any . The , SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded 
off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in semester system will be carried as per provisions 
of Ordinance 14 .

CGPA is a measure of overall cumulative performance of a student over all the semesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of of 
Ordinance 14 . 


On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be indicated 
on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years ( 6 semester ) and 4 - years ( 8 - semester ) 
undergraduate degrees may indicate the Division obtained as per follows :

First division The candidate has earned minimum number of credits required for the 
with distinction award of the degree with CGPA of 8.00 or above

The candidate has earned minimum number of credits required for the 
award of the degree with CGPA of 6.50 above but less than 8.0

The candidate has earned minimum number of credits required for the 
award of the degree with CGPA of 4.00 or above but less than 5.00 

The conversion of CGPA into percentage will be as follow to facilitate its application in 
other academic matters : 


Equivalent Percentage = CGPA x10 

The percentage will be rounded off upto second decimal point . 
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20. The student will be examined by the university as per the prevailing syllabus and scheme of 
examination . 


21. The candidate shall be awarded a certificate / diploma / degree when he / she successfully earns 
the minimum requisite credits for the certificate / diploma / degree . 

22. A Grade Card shall be issued to all the students after every semester based on the grades 
earned . The course details ( code , title , number of credits , grade secured ) along with SGPA of 
every semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be displayed in the grade 
card .

Grade sheets will be developed as decided by the University . 

24. Credit Transfer : 


24.2 


24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
of Credits in Higher Education Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 

24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the university shall facilitate 
credit transfer of students between them . However , the student may be required to 
fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing parity for a course , framed by the 
university in which the admission is sought by the student . 

25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it shall 
be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall be 
applicable . 


26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will be 
incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of the 
University and shall be implemented with immediate effect .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published ordinance no . 8 
( B.A./B.A.J.M.C/BSW/B.Sc./B.Com./B.C.A./B.B.A/BPES ) , ordinance no.29 ( B.VOC ) , 
ordinance no . 31 ( CBCS Semester Mode ) from the academic session 2022-23 . 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmessuch asordinance no . 8 ( Bachelor of Arts B.A. / Bachelor of Arts Journalism & 
Mass Communication ( B.A.J.M.C ) / Bachelor of Social Work ( BSW ) / Bachelor of 
Science ( B.Sc ) / Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com/ . ) , Bachelor of Computer Application 
( B.C.A ) / . ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A ) , / Bachelor of Pysical 
Education and Sports ( B.P.E.S. ) , ordinance no.29 ( Bachelor of Vocational ( B.VOC ) , 
ordinance no . 31 ( CBCS Semester Mode ) , andother similar Undergraduate programmes 
The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and constituent units for their 
regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time . 

Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University .

8. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in accordance with 
the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC / MPPURC and 
other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the 
admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional 
website . 
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Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies . 


10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 
ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 


service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
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Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , 
can exit the programme with 
Undergraduatecertificate in hand .

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject . ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programmeshall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programmefor regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students .

12. TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows : 


12.2 . 


12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 

Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of studyor 
whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student studiessuch a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 

an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course .

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 
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13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 


" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 
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13.5 . 
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The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . Thecontinuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD . In case of internal 
assessment , the UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so that 
at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 


UTD may design their own mode of internal assessment with due approval from 
respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 


Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) .

Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the courseor has failed in the semester . The student has to 
pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course .

In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester .

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Ordinance for three / four year Undergraduate ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

As 

per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programme " issued 
by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance No.19 , Bachelor of 
Science B.Sc. ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No. 20 , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Ordinance No.22 , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( BCA ) , Ordinance No.24 , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( BBA ) , Ordinance No.26 , Bachelor of Commerce B.Com . ( Hons . ) , 
Ordinance No.30 , Bachelor of Arts B.A ( Hons . ) Ordinance No.32 , Bachelor of 
Journalism and Mass Communication ( BJMC ) , Ordinance No.33 , Bachelor of Mass 
Communication ( BMC ) , Ordinance No.35 , Bachelor of Education ( B.Ed. ) Ordinance 
No.37 Bachelor of Physical Education ( B.P.E. ) Ordinance No.38 , Bachelor of Physical 
Education ( B.P.Ed. ) from the academic session 2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A ) and other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by Amity 
University , Madhya Pradesh . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 02 " Admission of 
Students " of first Ordinances of Amity University Madhya Pradesh can be referred to . 


4. The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent 
Institutions following the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central 
Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to 
these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by 
the University / Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines in 
this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


7. The in - take capacity shall bedetermined in advance by the University underthe provisions 
of this Ordinance applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 

8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may 
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earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the students has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 
after a break in studies . 
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9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , 
level 7 represents Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course 
under the following subjects / categories . 

i . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits ) 

iii . 

Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv . Skill Enhancement Course / Vocational Course ( 12 Credits ) 


V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

vi . 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service 
/ research project ( 28 credits ) 


For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , agroup / subject shall be chosen 
as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Tablel . The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( First & Second Semester -Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 
12 from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading 
to entry into the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester -Level 6 ) 


Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of 
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her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester -Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 
5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If astudent passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree 
in the programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from 
level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester- Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three 
year Bachelor's degree , the studentwho meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to 
continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete 
the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours./Research ) in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

Thesalientfeaturesofthe credit - basedsemesterscheme_Each course carries a defined number of 
credits . The credits are based on the course structure , including the teaching mode and the 
number of contact hours for lecture , tutorial , and practical classes . Credits are considered to be 
basedon thenumberofcontacthours , coursecontent , teaching methodology and allotted maximum 
marks 
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The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 
15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit .

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme 
again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after 
even semester . Re- entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes 
should be based on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC 
guidelines for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in 
later stage ) 


TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows . 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called 
an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the 
main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific 
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Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 


11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An elective 
course designed to acquire 
special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a 
project work , and a student studies such a course independently with advisory 
support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . A 
project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a 
Generic Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are 
of two types : 


• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement such as , 


Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on 
training competences , skills , etc. 


11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation 
of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses 
( AEC ) . 


12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course 
( AEC ) . 
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The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
subject from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce 
faculty can take major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student 
passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty 
only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 
the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
However , allotment of choices will be subjected to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 


12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the students responsibility to earn 
additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major 
course . Only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

12.7 Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 
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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
withresearch , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits 
inResearch Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in research project . 


12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in 
minor and 10 credits in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC .

12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure 
of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and 
examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

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a . The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


15. Examination & Evaluation : 

15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 5 & 6 of Amity University , Madhya 
Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the Scheme of 
examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as per the 
recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic Council . 
Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , 
Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while vocational 
( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . The credit 
structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20

marks.Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 
tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
grade in that course . 


15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC . 


15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5 


15.5 The grading will be made on 10point scale as described below :

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
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such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 
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If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given secondchance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14 Applicable to institutionsin the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutionsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance no 8 , Bachelor of Arts 
( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer 
Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , and Ordinance 30 , 
Bachelor of Journalism & Mass Communication ( B.J.M.C. ) academic session 2022-23 . 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree or 
four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes such 
as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com . ) , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , 
Bachelor of Journalism & Mass Communication ( B.J.M.C. ) and other similar Undergraduate 
programmes offered by Oriental University , Indore . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated constitute Units for 
their regular students . 


Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No 8 and 30 " Faculty , Departments and 
courses offered in the University of First ordinance of Oriental University , Indore can be 
referredto . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 


7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous 
college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State 
Government / UGC , MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be

suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programmefor lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories :

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows :

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduatecertificate in 
hand . 
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2nd Year 
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Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


4th Year 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters .

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 


GenericElective Course . 

Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 
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13.1 . 


English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of 
the University .

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree .

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Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) :

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as shown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for registration and examination .

14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD .

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( 1 ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD .

Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses .

Administration ( B.B.A ) , Ordinance No. 51 -Bachelor of Business Administration 
( B.B.A ) in Hospitality and Hotel Management ] , Ordinance No. 16 -B.Sc ( Electronic 
Media ) , Ordinance No. 46 -Bachelor of Hotel management ( BHM ) and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall apply to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / Constituent Units for their regular students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed 
by the University for admission in its UTDs / Constituent Units . 

Students who have completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from 
any other board recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 

The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by

7. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 

The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University following the 
guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC and other statutory 
bodies concerned . The same could be suitably incorporated in the admission 
guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional 
website . 


9. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university / college 
may earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous 
year of the programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth 
year of a first - degree programme , if the student has successfully completed the first 
year / second year / third year of the same programme in any institution and wants 
to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , 
qualifications such as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of 
levels in an ascending order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate 
and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 
1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses under the 
following subjects / categories : 


1. Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

2. Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Minor ( 32 credits ) 

3. Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

4. Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

5. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

6. Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 
service / research project ( 28 credits ) . 

N.B .: For B.B.A. and like programmes , a group / subject shall be chosen as 
Major / Minor / Generic Elective . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 1. The entry and exit options 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 


1st Year ( First & Second Semester - Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in Level 5 is successful completion of 
Class 12 from M. P. Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of 
study leading to entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who 
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have met the admission requirements . 

Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 


2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semesters - Level 6 ) 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 

Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite numberof 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject .If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in eachof 
the two levels . 


3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3. The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of 
Level 5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree 
in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 
5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year ( Seventh & Eighth Semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed 
to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and 
complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty 
of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory 
work , perweek for 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject 
to a maximum of six credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme 
will retain the credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when 
she / he enters the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and 
Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 
6 and 8 years , respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) 
students . 
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TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall 
comprise of courses . Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . 
Types of courses shall be as follows : 


12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

12.2 . Elective Course : 

Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study 
or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a 
course independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered a special course involving the application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real - life situation / difficult problem for 
a bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek 
exposure of other fields is called a Generic Elective course . 

12.3 . Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to

Knowledge enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to enhance 

skills of the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands - on training , 
competencies , skills , etc. 


12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University / Constituent Units based on the curriculum issued by the 
UGC under LOCF with maximum deviation of 20 % . 

13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


13.1 . First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability 
Enhancement Course ( AEC ) . 


13.2 . Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core 
Course of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability 
Enhancement Course ( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing Grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

13.3 . Third Semester : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core 
Course of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill

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13.4 . Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core 
Course of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the 
major and minor subjects . However , in such cases , it will be the students ' 
responsibility to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits 
prescribed for the major course . Only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be 
entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 

13.5 . Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 credits in discipline specific elective 
( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credits in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

13.6 . Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline 
specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credits in Field Projects / 
internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably related 
to major and / or minor subjects . 

13.7 . Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subject . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject , and 6 credits in research project . 
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13.8 . Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research :

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 
credits in dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship 
related to the major subject . 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
Minor , and 10 credits in research project . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


13.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire 
tenure of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for 
registration and examination . 

13.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The UTD / Constituent Units can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a 
particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided 
under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognized by the central 
Government or the state government for credit transfer . 

The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the UTD / Constituent Units or 
in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt for courses from Massive 
Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active- Learning 
for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the UTD / Constituent Units . 
The UTDs / Constituent Units shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the UTD / Constituent Units .

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The students can also opt for a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The University / Constituent Units will decide to allow the online courses of SWAYAM 
if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning process 
in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting for a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 


f . 


( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the UTD / Constituent Units . The parent institution must 
' designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective 
UTD / Constituent Units / needs to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified 
credits . The project may be undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Companies / Industries with the approval of UTD / Constituent 


Units . 
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Attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practical's 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 
For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of 
attendance not exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered 
and practical / sessional held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor 
of University / Principal or Dean of Constituent Units . 


16. Examination & Evaluation : 

16.1 Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , 
Minor , Generic and DSE will be 3 hours while vocational ( SEC ) and Ability 
Enhancement Course ( AEC ) will be 2 hours duration . The credit structure for 
theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for an 
examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 16.15 . 


16.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions or as per the blue print of each 
course as proposed by respective Board of Studies . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be addat three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 
20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written 
test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two 
tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in 
at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be 
awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work - based 
courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any will be decided by the UTD / Constituent 
Units . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment sothat at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
16.3 UTD / Constituent Units may design their mode of internal assessment with due 
approval from the respective academic council as proposed by Board of Studies in 
view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published 
by the UGC . 

16.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.5 . 
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16.5 The grading will be made on 10 - point scale as described below :

In case statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the 
minimum passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following 
manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded . Otherwise , the grades will be 
awarded as per above - mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous 
assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat 
semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will 
be declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total 
credits in a semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she 
will be provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to Keep 
Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails . 
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If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
[ odd and Even semester will be taken into consideration ] to pass the failed courses . 
Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance . In that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in 
that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will 
be treated as zero semester . 


16.9 
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Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get 
For Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribedfee for repeating the course . 

16.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such a 
case , that semester will be treated as zero semester . 

16.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register 
in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again 
in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting the academic semester , the semester fee will not be 
charged again . 


16.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per 
the existing rules of the University / Constituent Units . 

16.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD / Constituent Units but within the maximum 
duration of the programme . 

16.14 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 
UTDsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
UTD where the student has taken admission .

The course details ( code , title , number of credits , grade secured ) 
along with SGPA of every semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be 
displayed in the grade card . 

23. Grade sheets will be developed by the University based on model Annexures $ 1 to 
S4 . 


24. Credit Transfer : 

24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed 
in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 

24.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide University 
Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank of Credits in 
Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the 
provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 

24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by M. P. 
University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . 
However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing 
parity for a course , framed by the University in which the student seeks admission . 
25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this 
ordinance , it shall be referred to State Govt . whose decision thereon shall be 
applicable . 


26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. , 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise , the state government's directions shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC and Department of Higher Education , Govt . of M.P notifies any change in 
future in its Regulations in this regard , the same will be incorporated in the existing 
Ordinance with the approval of Academic Council and Board of Management of the 
University .

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated constitute Units for 
their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 
Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes .

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Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in accordance 
with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC , MPPURC and 
other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the admission 
guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 
Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) 

Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 
project ( 28 credits ) . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 
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Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in 
hand . 


2nd Year 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . 
A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major . Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

• One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

● Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again .

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

. Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses .

First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 .

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Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as how in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomous College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt courses from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomous College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonomous College / UTD . 

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 
( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations .

15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and desi their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 
The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester .

If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails .

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If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated 
as fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 
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Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has 
to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester .

In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester 
fee again in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . ļ 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 

UTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
JTD where the student has taken admission .

Evaluation and Certification of MOOCs and Vocational courses : 

The guidelines of the University / SWAYAM portal / UGC shall be followed for evaluation 
and certification of MOOCS , Vocational 
courses , Field - Projects / 
Internship / Apprenticeship / Community engagement & service / Research Project . 

Calculation of SGPA / CGPA : 
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The Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) and Cumulative Grade Point Average 
( CGPA ) will be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , 
except the credits of additional courses , if any . The , SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded 
off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in semester system will be carried as per 
provisions of Ordinance 14 . 


CGPA is a measure of overall cumulative performance of a student over all the semesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of 
Ordinance 14 , 


19. On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be 
indicated on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years and 4 - years undergraduate 
degrees should also indicate the Division obtained as per follows :

Credit Transfer : 


24.2 
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24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P. University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between 
them . However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , 
drawing parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is 
sought by the student .

2.0 The ordinance shall be applicable toBachelor of Business Administration [ BBA / BBA ( Hons / Res . ) ] , 
Bachelor of Commerce / Bachelor of Commerce ( Computer ) [ B.Com/B.Com ( Comp ) /B.Com 
( Hons./Res.)/B.Com ( Comp ) ( Hons./Res . ) ] , Bachelor of Arts [ BA / BA ( Hons / Res . ) ] , Bachelor of

4.2 The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
Government from time to time . 

4.3 Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University .

4.5 Non - Resident Indians / Overseas and other privileged candidates shall be eligible for admission 

to the course in accordance with the rules / directives of GOV / State Government / AIU /

5.0 The medium of instruction shall be English / Hindi . 

6.0 Duration 


6.1 The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

6.1.1 

A student who leaves the programme anytime in the middle of the programme will 
retain the credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the 
programme again . 


6.1.2 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate degree and Undergraduate 
( Honours / Research ) Programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , respectively . 
7.0 Student enrolment in a program / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the University . The 
in - take capacity and fees of the course shall be as determined by Board of Management , RKDF 
University following the guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC and other 
statutory body concerned from time to time . 

8.0 Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats to 
a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same program from any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

9.0 Multiple entry - exit : To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programme , 
qualifications such as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an 
ascending order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents 
Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) qualification . The Qualification and Credit Requirements are 
given in Table - 1 , theentry and exit options for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , 
are as follows . 

9.1 1st Year ( First & Second Semester - Level 5 ) 

9.1.1 Entry1 : The entry requirement for first semester in Level 5 shall be as per Clause 4 of this 
ordinance . A programme of study leading to entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements 
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9.1.1 Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject if she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand . 
An Undergraduate certificate requires attainment of 40 credits at level 5 . 
9.2 2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semesters - Level 6 ) 
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9.2.1 Entry 2 : The entry requirement for thirdsemester in Level 6 is the successful completion of 
Level 5.A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to 
those who have met the admission requirements . 


9.2.2 Exit 2 : Ifa student passes all the coursesof Level5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject , if she / he wants to exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

9.3 3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

9.3.1 Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester five in Level 7 is successful completion of 
Level 5 & 6 . A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 

9.3.2 Exit 3 : If the student passes all the coursesof Level 5 to 7i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

9.4 4th Year ( Seventh & Eighth Semester - Level 8 ) 

9.4.1 Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 

9.4.2 Exit4 : If the student passes all the coursesof level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitledto an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits 
from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 and 40 
credits at level 8 .

9.5 Credit Calculation 

The credit can be calculated as follows .

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11.2TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject categories ( i ) to ( V ) as specified in clause 9.1 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
11.2.1 Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
Requirements of the programme . 


11.2.2 Elective Course : Generally , a course which the student can choose from apool of 
courses , which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 
Course 


11.2.3 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the main 
discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may 
also offer discipline related Elective Courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 


11.2.4 Dissertation / Project : All electivecourses designed to acquire special advanced 
knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student : studies 
such a course independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation project . It is considered a special course involving the application of knowledge , in 
solving / analyzing / exploring a real - life situation difficult problem for a bachelor degree with 
honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 

11.2.5 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek 
Exposure of other fields is called a Generic Elective course . 


11.2.6 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) is of two types 

( 1 ) Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

( II ) Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to knowledge 
enhancement , such us , 


• Environmental Education 

● English / Hindi , Communication is mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to enhance skills of . 

the Major Subject They are armed to provide hands on training competencies , skills , etc 
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11.3 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of studies of 
the University / as recommended by State Govt./UGC under LOCF with a maximum 
deviation of 20 % . 

12.0STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


12.1 . The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if he / she 
fulfills the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student passing 
Grade 12 with Science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from 
science / commerce / arts / etc . faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce can take 
admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from commerce / arts / etc . where as a student 
passing Grade 12 with arts can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from 
arts / etc . faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be 
called as the main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
( arts / commerce / science ) . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of 
admission guidelines . 

12.2 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement course ( AEC ) . 
12.3Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement course ( AEC ) . 
12.4Third Semester : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , ifhe / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Genetic Electric and 4 credits in Skill EnhancementCourse ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 
12.5 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Genetic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational 
Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major and minor 
subjects . However , in such cases , it will be the students ' responsibility to carn additional credits 
to fulfill the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major Course.Only after 
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fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an 
Undergraduate Degree . 
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12.6Fifth Semester : 

A student shall he declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she acquires6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / 
Vocational Course , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 
credits in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , 
preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.7Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific elective DSE ) of 
the major subject and 6 credits in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 
12.8Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research : A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the 
seventh semester with honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major 
subject , 4 credits in Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of 
the major subject , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subject . 

A studentshall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh Semester with research , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject , and 
6 credits in research project . 


12.9Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research : A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the 
eighth semester with honors , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 
credits in dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the 
major subject . 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with research . If he 
/ she acquires 6 credits to core courses of the Major subject . 4 credits in Minor and 10 credits in 
research project . 

12.10Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire of the 3 - year undergraduate 
degree programme after paying due fees for registrationand examination . 
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12.11A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year undergraduate 
degree programme . 

13.0 Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

a . The University can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular programme 
in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM platform or any 
other MOOC platform recognized by the Central Government or the State Government for 
credit transfer . 
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ii . 


c . The University shall offer elective - generic courses and programme on merit basis across the 
disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on available facilities in the 
University . 
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The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill 
Enhancement / Ability Enhancement courses from the courses available within the University but 
from same level of the program . An alternate choice will also be available to the students to 
opt for courses from Massage Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study 
Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with permission of the 
University . 


d . The students can also opt for a course under : DSE of Major subject from Massive OpenOnline 
Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform 

e . The University will decide to allow the online courses of SWAYAM if 

i . The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learningprocess in the 
institution 

Every student opting for a course available on SWAYAM platform would be required to 
register for the course in SWAYAM The student will pay the stipulated fee to SWAYAM for 
registering the course , if required 

iii . While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be ensured that the 
physical facilities like laboratories , computer and library etc essential for pursuing the courses 
shall be made available free in adequate measure by the University . The University shall 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course and 
facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations 

f . The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the University needs to be undertaken by 
the candidate for the specified credits . The project may be undertaken in any of the National 
and State Laboratories / Institutes / Companies / Industries / Firm / Others as the case may be with 
the approval of competent authority / University . 

14.0 Attendance : An attendance of at least seventy - five percent in theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination .

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional held in 
each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 

15.0 Examination & Evaluation : 

15.1 The student will be examined by the University as per the prevailing syllabus and scheme of 
examination . 

15.2 Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external and 
internal evaluations . The semester and theory exanimations for Major , Minor , Generic and 
DSE will be 3 hours while vocational ( SEC ) and Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) will be 2 
hours duration . The credit structure for theory practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations 
and total marks for an examination shall be as approved by concerned Board of studies / as 
recommended by regulatory body / UGC . Generally , examination for 40 % marks would be 
through continuous evaluation ( internal ) and 60 % would be decided through end term 
examination ( external ) . 
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15.3 The Examination pattern shall be CBCS with continuous assessment of students and shall be as 
approved by respective Board of Studies . 

15.4Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5

The SGPA and CGPA shall be founded of up to 2 
decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

CGPA is a measure of the overall cumulative performance of a student over all the 
semesters completed . The CGPA is the ratio of total credit points secured by a student in 
various courses in all the semesters completed and the sum of the credits of all courses in all the 
Semesters completed .

18.0 The candidate shall be awarded a certificate / diploma / degree when he / she successfully earns the 
minimum required credits for the certificate / diploma / degree . 

19.0 A Grade Card shall be issued to all the students after every semester based on the grades 
earned . The Course details ( code , title , number of credits , grade secured ) along with SGPA of every 
semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be displayed in the grade card . 

20.0 Credit Transfer : 


20.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed in 
accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 

20.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide University 
Grants Commission ( Establishment and operation of Academic Bank of Credits in Higher 
Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the provisions of this 
regulation as amended from time to time . 


20.3 Except for the case of provisional promotions , the universities established by MP 
University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . However , the 
student may be required to fulfill some eligibility criteria , drawing parity for a course , framed 
by the University in which the student seeks admission . 

21.0 

The guidelines related to theprogramme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. , UGC or othersas 
the case may be issued from time to time will be adopted for implementation .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable from the academic session 2021-22 . 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmessuch as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated autonomous 
colleges for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate 
Programme.Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their 
admission guideline completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the 
government . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University.The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the 
university / autonomous college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard 
issued by the State Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the

same could be suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all 
concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies .

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 

service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows :

A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels .

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again .

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student studiessuch a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course .

A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines .

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC .

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer .

Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) .

The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated constituent Units for 
their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 
Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission guideline 
completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / Constituents 
Units in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State 
Government / UGC , MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be 
suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories : 
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i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor 

( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 
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iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 

project ( 28 credits ) . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from M.P.Board 
of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board recognised 
by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into the first year of 
the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


2nd Year 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduatecertificate in hand . 


Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme of 
study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of her / his Major Subject.If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma 
requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
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4th Year 


faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) 
in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year 
bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's degree , 
candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth 
year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / 
Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 
40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 
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Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 

10. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall be 
of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; there 
shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

11. TYPES OF COURSES 


11.2 . 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
11.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 


Generally , a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables 
an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective 
courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
11.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member .

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11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 


GenericElective Course . 

Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands 
on - training , competencies , skills , etc.

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of 
the University . 


12.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major and 
Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , 
whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of 
choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 
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Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 

Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as how in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for registration and examination .

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13. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD .

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution .

14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 
For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 

15. Examination & Evaluation : 


15.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 .

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The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best 
two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5 .

15.6 In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in continuous 
assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat 
semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as 
zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 
If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails .

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If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance to 
pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the concerned 
semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be 
treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F 
or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 
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15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register in 
that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in 
such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws within 
one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee will not be 
charged again . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per 
the existing rules of the University . 

15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted 
by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the programme . He / she can 
avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

15.14 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from 
otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to 
the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
the has taken admission .

17.1 The Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) and Cumulative Grade Point Average 
( CGPA ) will be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , 
except the credits of additional courses , if any . The , SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded 
off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in semester system will be carried as per provisions 
of Ordinance 14 . 

17.2 CGPA is a measure of overall cumulativeperformance of a student over all the semesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of 
Ordinance 92 , 


18. On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be indicated 
on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years and 4 - years undergraduate degrees should 
also indicate the Division obtained as per follows :

23. Credit Transfer : 
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23.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time .

University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . 
However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing 
parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is sought by 
the student .

24. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable . 

25. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

26. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

27. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of 
the University ( in case of UTDs ) and shall be implemented with immediate effect .

Ordinance for threelfour years Undergraduate Degree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable from the academic session 2022 - 
23 after publication in Gazette of Govt . of Madhya Pradesh . 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester . Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
Programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A . ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc ) , Bachelor of 
commerce ( B.Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A . ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A . ) , Bachelor of Management Studies ( B.M.S ) , Bachelor of Arts 
( Journalism & Mass Communication ) , Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Science ( Hospitality and Hotel Administration ) , Bachelor in Fine Arts ( B.F.A. ) , Bachelor 
of Design ( B.Design ) , Bachelor of Visual Arts ( B.V.A. ) , Bachelor of Physical Education 
( B.P.Ed ) / Bachelor of Physical Education & Sports ( BPES ) and other similar 
Undergraduate Programmes notified by the University from time to time . Above courses 
shall cover the faculty / course specializations as approved by the University authorities . 
These courses has already been published in gazette of Govt . of Madhya Pradesh vide 
Ordinance number 21 , 24 , 25 , 26 , 28 , 36 , 50 , 55 , 57 , 60 . 


The Ordinance shall apply to all such Programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated 
autonomous / constituent colleges for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) 


students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS / Constituent Colleges and by the State 
Government for admission in colleges / University . Admission to the 4th year ( Level 8 ) 
shall be available only in the institutions offering a 4 year Undergraduate Programme ' . 
Autonomous college with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission 
guideline completely based on merit subject to the Government's reservation policy . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time . 

Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University .

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The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University statutory body 
along with approval of the MPPURC Bhopal . The same could be suitably incorporated in 
the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the 
institutional website or admission portal of Department of Higher Education . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 
after a break in studies . 


To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents 
Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme 
shall comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) 

Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 
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iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 


service / research project ( 28 credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows :

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduatecertificate in hand .

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels .

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degree in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

12. TYPES OF COURSES 


12.2 . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows : 


12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student 
as a core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study 
or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 


Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is 
called dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course :

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits 
prescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be 
entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 .

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Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 .

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
the Table 2 as hown in clause 13.8 .

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in 
the entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomus College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonmous College / UTD .

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d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) 

The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective Autonomous 
College / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The 
project be undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Universitics / Companics / Industrics with the approval of 
Autonomous College / UTD .

15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 

16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 
semester . 
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If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 

If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance .

Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has 
to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester .

In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester 
fee again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from 
otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade 
to the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by 
the UTD where the student has taken admission .

The , SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded 
off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in sememster system will be carried as per 
provisions of Ordinance 14 . 
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CGPA is a measure of overall cumulativeperformance of a student over all the semesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of 
Ordinance 14 , 


On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be 
indicated on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years and 4 - years undergraduate 
degrees should also indicate the Division obtained as per follows :

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table 1 theentry and exit uploads for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows .

Entry 1 : -The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12 from M 
P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognized by the State Government / University.Aprogramme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : -If a student pass all the courses of Level 5 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to anUndergraduate certification in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third and Fourth Semester - Level 6 ) 


Entry 2 : -The entry requirement for third and fourth semester Level 6 is successful 
completion of Level 5 A programme of study leading to the second year of the 
Bachelor's degree is open to those who have admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year ( Fifth and Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 - The entry requirement for semester fifth and six inLevel 7 is successful 
completion of Level 5 & 6 . A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the students passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. First to Six semester 
and earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the 
Undergraduate Degree in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree 
requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 
40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh and Eighth Semester - Level 8 ) 
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Entry 4 : -An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree .

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the coursed of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in 
the faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
requires total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows . 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per 
week for duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 


Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of 12 credits in a year . 


66A . 14 The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he 
enters the programme again . 


The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 year 
respectively . there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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66A . 15 Types of Courses 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 13 shall comprise 
of courses . Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses 
shall be as follows . 


15.1 . Core Course : 

Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 


15.2 . Elective course : 

Generally , a course which the student can be chosen from a pool of courses , which is 
specific on specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or 
which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective course . 


15.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective The University may also offer discipline related Elective 
courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main disciplines / subject of study ) . 


15.2.2 Dissertation / Project 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a real - life situation / difficult problem for a 
bachelor degree with honors / research . A Projects / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 


15.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek 
exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 


15.3 . Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courss 

“ AECC ” courses are the courses based upon the content that ready to 
Knowledge enhancement such as . 

Environmental Education 
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English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed 
toenhanceskillsof the Major Subject . They are armed to provide hands - on - training , 
competencies , skills , etc. 


15.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under LOCF 
with maximum deviation of 20 % . 


66A . 16 STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER 
SYSTEM 


16.1 . First Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester . If 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core course of the major subject , 6 credits in core course 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in generic elective 4 credits in Ability Enhancement 
Course AEC . 


16.2 . Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester . If 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core courses of the major subjects , 6 credits in core 
course of this minor subjects , 4 credits in generic elective and 4 credits in Ability 
Enhancement Course AEC . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfills the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce arts faculty 
whereas a student passing grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Man faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can 
be chosen from any faculty However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 


16.3 . Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester . If 
he / she acquires6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 6 credits in core course 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in generic elective , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 

16.4 . Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 
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A student be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester . If he / she 
acquits 6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 6 credits in core course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in general elective , and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be the students responsibility 
to earn additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for 
the major course only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn 
an Undergraduate Diploma an Undergraduate Degree . 


16.5 . Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester . If 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Project / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

16.6 . Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester . If 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline 
specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credits in field 
Project / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subject . 

16.7 . Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours . If he / she acquires 6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject and 6 credits in field Project / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably to major and / or minor subject . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
Research . If he / she acquires 6 credits in Core courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject and 6 credits in research project .

The UTD / Constitution Unit / SOS college can allow up to 40 % of the total credits 
being offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning 
courses provided under SWAYAM platform on any MOOC platform recognized by 
the central government or the state government for credit transfer .

Ordinance for three / four year Undergraduate ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programme " issued 
by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 

1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on the flowing Ordinance : 

Ordinance No. 23 , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc . ) , Ordinance No.31Bachelor of Computer 
Application ( BCA ) , Ordinance No.19Bachelor of Business Administration ( BBA ) , 
Ordinance No.20Bachelor of Commerce B.Com . ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No.21Bachelor of 
Arts B.A ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No.44Bachelor of Journalism and Mass Communication 
( BJMC ) , Ordinance No.15Bachelor of Education ( B.Ed . ) , from the academic session 
2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A ) and other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by 
TechnoGlobal University , Madhya Pradesh . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 03 " Admission of 
Students " of first Ordinances of Techno Global University Madhya Pradesh can be 
referred to . 


4. The student who has passed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination , from any other board 
recognised by the State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent 
Institutions following the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central 
Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to 
these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by 
the University Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the 
guidelines in this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


7. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous college 
in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the 
StateGovernment / UGC and Madhya Pradesh Private University Regulatory 
CommissionBhopal ( MPPURC ) concerned so that the same could be suitably 
incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website and provisions of this Ordinance applicable from the 
academic session 2022-23 . 
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8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the students has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 
after a break in studies . 


9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as Certificate , Diploma , and Degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , 
level 7 represents Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course 
under the following subjects / categories . 

i . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits ) 

iii . Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv . 


Skill Enhancement Course / Vocational Course ( 12 Credits ) 

V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

vi . 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service 
/ research project ( 28 credits ) 


For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , group / subject shall be chosen as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Tablel . The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( First & Second Semester -Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 
12 from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading 
to entry into the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester - Level 6 ) 

Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of 
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her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 
5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If studentpasses all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns the 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 
7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester- Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three 
year Bachelor's degree , thestudent who meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to 
continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete 
the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Levels 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours./Research ) in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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Thesalientfeaturesofthe credit - basedsemesterscheme - Each course carries a defined number of 
credits . The credits are based on the course structure , including the teaching mode and the 
number of contact hours for lecture , tutorial , and practical classes . Credits are considered to be 
basedon thenumberofcontacthours , coursecontent , and teaching methodology and allotted 
maximum marks 

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 
15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit .

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 


10. The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme 
again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after 
even semester . Re- entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes 
should be based on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC 
guidelines for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in 
later stage ) 


11. TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows . 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called 
an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the 
main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific 
Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
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11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An 
Project : An elective course designed to acquire 
special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a 
project work , and a student studies such a course independently with advisory 
support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation project . A 
project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a 
Generic Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are 
of two types : 


Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement such as , 


Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on 
training competences , skills , etc. 


11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation 
of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses 
( AEC ) . 

12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course 
( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
subject from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce 
faculty can take major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student 
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passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty 
only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 

the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
However , allotment of choices will be subjected to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 


12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the students responsibility to earn 
additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major 
course . Only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

12.7 Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core . Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits , in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 
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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
withresearch , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits 
inResearch Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in research project . 


12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation , and 10 credits . in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in 
minor and 10 credits in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure 
of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and 
examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

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13. Choice to select the MOOC Course : 

a . The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Leaming for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


15. Examination & Evaluation : 


15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 5 & 6 of Techno Global University , 
Madhya Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the Scheme of 
examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as per the 
recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic Council . 
Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , 
Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while vocational 
( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . The credit 
structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 
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marks.Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 
tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Abgrade 
in that course . 


15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC . 


15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5 


15.5 The grading will be made on 10point scale as described below :

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
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asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given second chance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14Applicable to institutions in the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutions are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

22. Grade sheets will be developed by the University based on model Annexures $ 1 to $ 4 . 
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23. Credit Transfer : 

23.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed in 
accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 


23.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide University 
Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank of Credits in 
Higher Education ) Regulations 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the 
provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 


23.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities shall facilitate credit 
transfer of students between them however ; the student may be required to fulfill some 
eligibility criteria , drawing parity for a course , framed by the University in which the 
student seeks admission . 


24. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Board of Management whose decision thereon shall be applicable . 


25. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g , 
UGC / AICTE / PCI / BCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for implementation . 


26. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable . 


27. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , the same will be 
incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval by the Academic Council and Board 
of Management of the University .

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated constitute Units for 
their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 
Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission guideline 
completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government .

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Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 

The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous 
college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State 
Government / UGC , MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be 
suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 
project ( 28 credits ) . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 
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1st Year 
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Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


2nd Year 
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Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduatecertificate in 
hand . 


Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . 
A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


4th Year 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
equisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
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the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree .

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

• One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 
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12. TYPES OF COURSES 


12.2 . 
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• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; 
there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme .

Elective Course : 

Generally a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member .

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course . 


13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 


• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of 
the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines .

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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 


( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully.completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as shown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 
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a . 


The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomous College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt courses from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomous College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonomous College / UTD . 

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) 

The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective Autonomous 
College / UTD` need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 

16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 
16.16 . 

16.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded AB Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 

16.3 UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

16.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 


If a student obtains F or AB grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance

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to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated 
as fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register 
in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again 
in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee will not 
be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

16.12 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

16.13 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 
UTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
UTD where the student has taken admission . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or AB grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has 
to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester .

Ordinance 121 - A 

Ordinance for three / four year Undergraduate ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

As per 

the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programme " issued by 
UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance No. 52 Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( BBA ) , Ordinance No. 55 , Bachelor of Commerce B.Com . , Ordinance No. 57 , 
Bachelor of Hotel Management & Catering Technology ( BHMCT ) , Ordinance No.58 Bachelor 
of Hotel Management ( BHM ) , Ordinance No.64 Bachelor of Computer Application 
( BCA ) , Ordinance No.67 Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Ordinance No.69 Bachelor of Arts B.A , 
Ordinance No.82 Bachelor of Journalism and Mass Communication ( BJMC ) . Ordinance No.84 
Bachelor of Vocational Courses , Ordinance No.85 Bachelor of Library Science , Ordinance 
No.96 - Bachelor of Arts B.A ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No.97 Bachelor of Commerce B.Com . , ( Hons ) , 
Ordinance No.98 Bachelor of Science B.Sc. ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No. 99 Bachelor of Business 
Administration - BBA ( Hons ) , Ordinance No.103 Bachelor of Planning , Ordinance No.107 
Bachelor of Designing , Ordinance No.112 Bachelor of Physical Education & Sports ( BPES ) 
from the academic session 2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree or 
four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes such 
as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com ) , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A ) and 
other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by LNCT University , Bhopal . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by the 
University for Admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 01 " Admission , Enrollment 
and Migration " of first Ordinances of LNCT University , Bhopal can be referred to . 


4. The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary Education , 
Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board recognised by the 
State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent Institutions following 
the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central Government / UGC and other statutory 
bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University / Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines in this regard 
issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrollment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the University . 

7. The intake capacity shall bedetermined in advance by the University underthe provisions of this 
Ordinance applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 

8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may earmark seats 
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to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the students 
has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 


9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , level 7 represents 
Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 1 ) . 
he four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course under the following 
subjects / categories . 


i . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits ) 

iii . 

Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv . 

Skill Enhancement Course / Vocational Course ( 12 Credits ) 

V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

vi . 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 
project ( 28 credits ) 


For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , agroup / subject shall be chosen as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Table1 . The entry and exit options for students , 
who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( First & Second Semester -Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 12 
from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme of her / his Major 
Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in 
hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester -Level 6 ) 

Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion of Level 
5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who 
have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of her / his Major 
Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in 
hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 
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3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . 
A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If astudent passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns the 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester- Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in 
a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year 
bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three year Bachelor's degree , the 
studentwho meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth year 
of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) 
degree .

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the student 
becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours./Research ) in the programme of her / his 
Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits from level 5 
to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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Thesalientfeaturesofthe credit - basedsemesterscheme Each course carries a defined number of 
credits . The credits are based on the course structure , including the teaching mode and the number of 
contact hours for lecture , tutorial , and practical classes . Credits are considered to be basedon 
thenumberofcontacthours , coursecontent , teaching methodology and allotted maximum marks 

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 15 
weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 


Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of six 
credits in a semester . 


10. The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to Honors ' / Research shall be 
of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the credits 
earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honors / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after even 
semester . Re - entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes should be based 
on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC guidelines 
for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in later stage ) 


11. TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the main 
discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific Elective . The 
University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of interdisciplinary 
nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 


11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced 
knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student 
studies such a course independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty 
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member is called dissertation / project . A project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a Generic 
Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are of two 
types : 


Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement such as , 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to enhance 
skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on training 
competences , skills , etc. 


11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies 
of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under Learning Outcome 
Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 

12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) . 


12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires ' 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor 
subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if he / she 
fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student passing Grade 
12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subject from 
science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce faculty can take 
major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing Grade 12 with 
arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only Major and Minor 
subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas 
generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty However , allotment of choices will be 
subjected to the provisions of admission guidelines . 
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12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she acquires 
6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the minor 
subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) 
Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major and 
minor subjects However , in such cases ; it will be the students responsibility to earn additional 
credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major course . Only after 
fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an 
Undergraduate Degree . 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she acquires 
6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject 
and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , 
preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.7 Seventh Semester : 


12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she acquires 
6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of 
the major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


Bachelor with Honors / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with honors , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in Research 
Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subjects , and 6 credits 
in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester withresearch , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits inResearch Methodology , 
4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subjects , and 6 credits in research 
project . 
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12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 
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Bachelor with Honors / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with honors , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in dissertation , and 10 
credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with research , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in minor and 10 credits 
in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of the 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

13. Choice to select the MOOC Course : 
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2. The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


15. Examination & Evaluation : 


15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 5 & 6 of LNCT University , Madhya 
Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the Scheme of 
examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as per the 
recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic Council . 
Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , 
Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while vocational 
( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . The credit 
structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 
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marks . Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 
tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
grade in that course . 


15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC .

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be

asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester.In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given secondchance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14Applicable to institutionsin the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutionsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

18. On completing all requirements for the award of the 
undergraduatecertificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will 
be indicated on the certificate /diploma/degree.The 3 - years ( 6 semester ) and 4 - years ( 8 
semester ) undergraduate degrees should also indicate the Division obtained as per follows .

19. The student will be examined by the University as per the prevailing syllabus and scheme 
of examination . 


20. The candidate shall be awarded a certificate / diploma / degree when he / she successfully 
earns the minimum required credits for the certificate / degree / diploma 
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21. A Grade Card shall be issued to all the students after every semester based on the grades 
earned . The course details ( code , title , number of credits , grades secured ) along with SGPA 
of every semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be displayed in the grade 
card . 

Grade sheets will be developed by the University based on model Annexures S1 to $ 4 . 
23. Credit Transfer : 

23.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed in 
accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 


23.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide University 
Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank of Credits in 
Higher Education ) Regulations 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the 
provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 


23.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities shall facilitate credit 
transfer of students between them However , the student may be required to fulfill 
some eligibility criteria , drawing parity for a course , framed by the University in 
which the student seeks admission . 


24. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisionsof this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Board of Management whose decision thereon shall be applicable . 


25. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g , 
UGC / AICTE / PCI / BCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for implementation .

Ordinance No. 81A 


Ordinance for three / four year's Undergraduate degree ( CBCSSemesterMode ) 

( As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programmes offered in 
Higher Education Institutions " issued by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 
2020 ) 


1. The provisions of this ordinance shall be applicable on pre - established UG ( Semester , 
Ordinance No. 13 , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Ordinance No. 22 , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Ordinance No. 40 , Bachelor of Science 
( B.Sc. ) , Ordinance No. 45 , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com ) , Ordinance No. 47 , Bachelor 
of Arts ( B.A. ) , from the academic session 2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this shall apply to the three year / six semester Bachelor's degree or four 
year / eight semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes 
such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce 
( B.Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of Home Science , ( B.H.Sc. ) and other similar 
undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 


3. The ordinance shall apply to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Constituent Institutes / Schools for their regular students . 


4 .. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University in its Constituent Institutes / Schools and by the State Government for admission 
in colleges Admission to the 4th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available only in the institutions 
offering a 4 year Undergraduate Programme Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " 
or above can frame their admission guidelines completely based on merit subject to the 
Government's reservation policy . 


5. Students who have completed grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission 
to these undergraduate programmes . 
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6. The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University / State Govt . keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regards issued by 
the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation 
policy issued by the Government from time to time . 

7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


8. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University / autonomous 
college following the guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC , MPPURC 
and other statutory bodies concerned the same could be suitable incorporated in the 
admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded website or 
admission portal of Department of Higher Education . 

9. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university / colleges 
may earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of 
the programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first 
degree programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / 
third year of the same programme in any institutions and wants to re - enter into the 
programme after a break in studies . 

10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) qualifications ( table 1 ) The four - year undergraduate 
programme shall comprise courses under the following subjects / categories . 


i . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course - DSE ) ( 64 Credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Minor ( 32 Credits ) 

iii . Generic Elective ( 16 Credits ) 

iv . Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 Credits ) 


v . Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

vi . Field Project / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / 
research projects ( 28 Credits ) 

N.B..for B B A / B C A / BH Sc and like programmes , a group / subject shall be chosen as Major / Minor / 
Generic Elective

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Qualification and Credit Requirement are given in Table 1. The entry and exit options for students , 
who enter the undergraduate programmer , are as follows . 

1st year ( First & Second Semester Level 5 ) 
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Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in Level 5 is successful completion if class 12 from 
MP Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognized by the State Government / University . A programmer of study leading to entry into the 
first year of the bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : if a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his major 
subject . If she / he wants to exit can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand .

year ( Third & Fourth Semester Level 6 ) 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5.A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements 


Exit 2 : if a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his major 
subject . If she / he wants to exit can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 


3rd 

year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester Level 7 ) 


Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester Six in Level 7 is successful completionof Level 5 & 6. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements 


Exit 3 : if the student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 7 i.e. first to six and earns the requisite 
number of credits , the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty 
of her / his major subject . A Bachelor Degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at 
level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 .

Entry 4 : An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in a 
specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year 
bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) after completing all requirements of three year Bachelor's degree 
candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth year 
of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's Degree ( Honours / 
Research ) . 


Exit 3 : if the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty 
of her / his major subject . A Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total 160 credits from 
level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 
8.The credits will be awarded by the University . The credit can be calculated as follows : 


One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per 
week for 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit 


Credits for internship , shall be one credit per week of training subject to a 
maximum of six credits in a semester . 

11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semester , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research 
shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 
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12. TYPE OF COURSES 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will 
retain the credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he 
enters the program again . 

The maximum duration for completing the Undertake Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years respectively ; three 
shall be no such ba for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Type of courses shall be as follows : 


12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsory be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

12.2.Elective Course

Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or 
which provide an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other discipline / 
subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skills is called an Elective 
Course . 

12.2.1 . Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course 

Elective course offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / 
subject of study ) 


12.2.2 . Dissertation / Project 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a 
course independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered a special course involving the application of 
knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
a bachelor degree with Honours / Research . A project / Dissertation work would be 
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credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of faculty member . 

12.2.3 . Generic Elective ( GE ) Course

An elective course generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure 
of other fields is called a Generic Elective Course . 

12.3.Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) 

The ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
knowledge enhancement , such as , 


Environmental Education 


13.2 . 


• English / Hindi communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value based / skill based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands on 
training competences skills etc. 


12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 

Studies of the University / Autonomous College based on the curriculum issued by the 
UGC under LOCF with maximum deviation of 20 % . 


13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME SEMESTER SYSTEM 


13.1 . 

First Semester 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Ability Enhancement 
Course ( AEC ) 

Second Semester ( Level 5 ) 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Ability 
Enhancement Course ( AEC ) . 
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The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfills the pre - requisites prescribed by the concern Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects from science / art / commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects 
from commerce / arts faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from arts faculty , major and minor subjects shall 
belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic 
elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty However , allotment of choices will 
be subject to the provision of admission guidelines .

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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester . if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject . 6 credits in Core 
Course of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 

13.4 . 

Fourth Semester ( Level 6 )

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core 
Course of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 

The Student Shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the 
major and minor subjects However , in such case , it will be the students responsibility 
to earn additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for 
the major course only after fulfillment of such credit he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or Undergraduate Degree . 

Fifth Semester 


13.6 . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill . 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 4 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) ofthe major subject and 6 credits in Field Projects / 
Internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service , preferable related to 
major and / or minor subjects . 

Six Semester ( Level 7 ) 
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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credits in Field Projects / 
Internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service , preferable related to 
major and / or minor subjects . 

13.7 . 

Seventh Semester 


Bachelor with Honours / Research

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Research 
Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 
credits in Field Projects / Internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service , 
preferable related to major and / or minor subjects . 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject and 6 credits in Research Projects . 

13.8 . 

Eight Semester 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eight semesters with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation and 10 credits in field Projects / Internship / apprenticeship related to major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eight semesters with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
minor , and 10 credits in Research Projects . 

The nomenclature of degree shall strictly confirm to the relevant provision the act / 
regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

13.9 . 

Additional Courses : In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and 
skill enhancement courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per 
year in the entire tenure of the 3 year undergraduate programme after paying due fees for 
registration and examination . 

13.10.A study may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 year 
undergraduate degree program

a . The Constituent Institutes / schools can allow up to 40 % of the total credit being offered 
in a particular programme in a semester through the online leaving courses provided 
under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognized by the central 
Government or the state government for credit transfer .

For Special reason such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance 
not exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
College . 

16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.1 . Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal evaluations . The semester and Theory examinations for Major , 
Minor , Generic and DSE will be 3 hours while vocations ( SEC ) and Ability 
Enhancement Course ( AEC ) will be 2 hours duration . The credit structure for theory / 
practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for an examination 
are shown in the Table 3 in clause 16 15 . 


16.2 . The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evolution of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each of these two must be written tests and the third may be written 
test Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two 
tests out of these will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in 
at least two tests and End Semester Examination failing which , the student will be 
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awarded Ab grade in the course . IN case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based 
courses appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , Viva , if any will be decided by the Constituent 
Institutes / Schools . In case of internal assessment , the Constituent Institutes / Schools 
of University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at least two tests are 
conducted in a semester :

16.6 . In case statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut 
off percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will 
be awarded as per above mentioned table 

16.7 . If a Student obtains F or Ab grade in ay course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
supplementary / failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examination of 
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that course ( s ) as and when conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat year end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

16.8 . The Student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits ( viz 20 credits out of 40 credits in annual system ) . in a semester . In 
case the student secures less than half of the total credits in any semester , then the 
student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be asked to repeat the 
entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In such cases the 
student will not be promoted to the next semester . 

If a student passes in all course offered in any semester , then the student will 
be declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits 
in a semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination the 
provisional promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given second chance to 
pass failed courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance . In that case , she / he shall 
be treated as fails in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and 
that semester will be treated as zero semesters . 


If the 4th year of undergraduate programme is not offered in the present Constituent 
Institutes / Schools , admission in another Constituent Institutes / Schools within the 
same University shall be allowed in cases of provisional promotions to the 4th 
the undergraduate programme .

16.9 . Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F

16.11 . In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in 
that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in 
such case and may not be eligible for scholarship . If the student withdraws within one 
month from starting the academic semester , the semester fee will not be charged

Of these , two must be written teşts and the third may be written 
test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 
tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be awarded Ab Grade 
in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate 
distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , 
viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous College . In case of internal assessment , 
the college / UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at least two 
tests are conducted in a semester .

16.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
thetotal credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits inany semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will beasked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . Insuchcases thestudent will not be promoted tothenextsemester . 
Ifastudentpassesinallthecoursesofferedinanysemester , thenthestudentwillbe 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in 
asemesterandfailsinsomecoursesofferedinthatsemesterthenhe / shewillbeprovisiona 
lly promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to Keep Term ) 
inthosecourses in which he / she fails .

23. Grade sheets will be developed by the University based on modelAnnexures S1 tó S4 . 
24. CreditTransfer : 

24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed 
inaccordancewith theguidelines issuedbytheUGCfromtime to time . 
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24.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( EstablishmentandOperationofAcademicBankofCreditsi 
nHigher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per 
theprovisionsofthis regulation as amended from time totime . 

24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by M.

Ordinance for three / four year Undergraduate ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programme " issued 
by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance No.19 , Bachelor of 
Science B.Sc. ( Hons . ) , Ordinance No.21 , Bachelor of Computer Application ( BCA ) , 
Ordinance No.25 , Bachelor of Business Administration ( BBA ) , Ordinance No.27 , 
Bachelor of Commerce B.Com . , Ordinance No.30 , Bachelor of Arts B.A. 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B. A ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B. Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A ) and other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by 
Mandsaur University , Madhya Pradesh . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 01 " Admission 
Registration and Migration of Students " of first Ordinances of Mandsaur University 
Madhya Pradesh can be referred to . 


4. The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent 
Institutions following the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central 
Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to 
these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by 
the University / Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines in 
this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University , 


7. The in - take capacity shall bedetermined in advance by the University underthe provisions 
of this Ordinance applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 


8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the students has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 
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after a break in studies . 

9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , 
level 7 represents Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course 
under the following subjects / categories . 

i . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits ) 


111. Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv .

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Skill Enhancement Course / Vocational Course ( 12 Credits ) 

Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service 
/ research project ( 28 credits ) 


For B.Sc./BBA/BCA/B.Com./B.A . and similar programmes , group / subject shall be chosen 
as Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Table1 . The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( First & Second Semester -Level 5 ) 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 
12 from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading 
to entry into the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme 
of her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester -Level 6 ) 


Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an , Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 
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3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester -Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 
5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If a studentpasses all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree 
in the programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from 
level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , thestudent who meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and 
complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree .

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours . Research ) in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 
15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 


Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 


10. The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


Á student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme 
again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after 
even semester . Re- entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes 
should be based on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC 
guidelines for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in 
later stage ) 


11. TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows . 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called 
an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the 
main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific 
Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
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11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An elective course designed to acquire 
special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a 
project work , and a student studies such a course independently with advisory 
support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . A 
project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 
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11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a 
Generic Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are 
of two types :

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement such as , 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on 
training competences , skills , etc.

11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation 
of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses 
( AEC ) . 


12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course 
( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student

passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
' subject from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce 
faculty can take major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student 
passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty 
only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 
the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
However , allotment of choices will be subjected to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 


12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the student's responsibility to earn 
additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major 
course . Only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


* 12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

12.7 Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
Honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
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Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
withresearch , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits 
inResearch Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in research project . 


12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
Honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in 
minor and 10 credits in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure 
of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and 
examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

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13. Choice to select the MOOC Course : 
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2. The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. 

The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy - five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


15. Examination & Evaluation : 

15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 5 & 6 of Mandsaur University , Madhya 
Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the Scheme of 
examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as per the 
recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic Council . 
Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , 
Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while vocational 
( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . The credit 
structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks . 
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Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 

tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
grade in that course . 


15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC . 


15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5 


15.5 The grading will be made on 10point scale as described below :

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
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asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester.In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester , then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given second chance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14 Applicable to institutions in the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutions are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

( B.Com . ) ordinance no.18 , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) ordinance no.45 , 
Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) ordinance no.37 , and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com ) , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A ) 
and other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by Medi - Caps University , Madhya 
Pradesh . 


Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 01 " Admissions " of first 
Ordinances of Medi - Caps University Madhya Pradesh can be referred to . 

The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the

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To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8.

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 

service / research project ( 28credits ) . 


For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , group / subject shall be chosen as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows :

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 
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The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programmefor regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students .

11. TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of 
courses . Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall 
be as follows : 


11.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as 
a core requirement of the programme . 

11.2 . Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the 
discipline / subject of studyor whichprovides an extended scopeor which enables 
an exposure of some other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's 
proficiency or skill is called an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to 
as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

11.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced 
knowledge , suchassupplement study / support study to a project work , anda student 
studiessuch a course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty 
member iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent body . 
The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
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11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
anintention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective 
byother discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred 
to as GenericElectiveCourse . 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

.Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 


11.4 
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" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum 
deviation of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 


12.1 First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective 
subject if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of 
Studies . A student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 
with major and minor subjects fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student 
passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from 
commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can 
choose major and minor subjects . from arts faculty only . Major and Minor 
subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
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faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . 
However , allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange 
the major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of 
the students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits 
he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate 
Degree . 

Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for 
Bachelor with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 
( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for 
Bachelor with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions 
ofthe act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding 
minimum passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 


If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that 
course ( s ) as and when conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained 
in repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
creditsin any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 
semester.If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total 
creditsin a semesterand fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she 
will be provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To 
Keep Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails . 
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If the student fails to pass all the 
courses inthe next ATKT 
examination , theprovisional promotion will be terminated , buthe / she will be given 
second chance to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully 
complete the concernedsemester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he 
shall betreated as fail inthat semesterand will be asked to repeat the 
entiresemester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . As 
universityisfollowing Choice Based Credit System there is no promotion 
restriction for students . However , a student cannot opt for any course unless and 
until he clears the pre - requisite for the course ( if , any ) . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who 
get F or Ab grade in the courseor has failed in the semester . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such 
case that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to paysemester 
fee again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then 
semester fee will not be charged again . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the university but within maximum duration of the programme . 
He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 


15.14 Applicable to institutions in the same universities , the institution , where students 
from other institutions are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send 
the grade to the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will 
be declared by the institution where the student has taken admission .

1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance No.30 , Bachelor of 
Education Ordinance 
( B.Ed. ) , of Physical Education 
( B.P.Ed. ) , Ordinance No.33 , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Ordinance 
No.34 , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com ) , Ordinance No.35 , Bachelor of Arts 
( B.A. ) , Ordinance No.37 , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Ordinance No.45 , Bachelor of 
Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Ordinance No.49 , Bachelor of Arts B.A. ( Hons . ) , from 
the academic session 2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester . Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A ) and other similar Undergraduate Programmes offered by Dr. 
A.P.J. Abdul Kalam University , Madhya Pradesh . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 02 " Admission of 
Students " of first Ordinances of Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam University Madhya Pradesh can 
be referred to . 


4. The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent 
Institutions following the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central 
Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to 
these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by 
the University / Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines in 
this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


7. The in - take capacity shall bedetermined in advance by the University underthe provisions 
of this Ordinance applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 


8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the students has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
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year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 

after a break in studies .

9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , 
level 7 represents Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course 
under the following subjects / categories . 

i . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits ) 

iii . 

Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv . 

Skill Enhancement Course / Vocational Course ( 12 Credits ) 

Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service 
/ research project ( 28 credits ) 


For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , agroup / subject shall be chosen 
as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Tablel . The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1³¹ Year ( First & Second Semester - Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 
12 from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading 
to entry into the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme 
of her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester - Level 6 ) 

Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 
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3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 
5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 
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Exit 3 : If astudent passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree 
in the programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from 
level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester- Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three 
year Bachelor's degree , the studentwho meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to 
continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete 
the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours./Research ) in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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Thesalientfeaturesofthe credit - basedsemesterscheme Each course carries a defined number of 
credits . The credits are based on the course structure , including the teaching mode and the 
number of contact hours for lecture , tutorial , and practical classes . Credits are considered to be 
basedon thenumberofcontacthours , coursecontent , teaching methodology and allotted maximum 
marks 


The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 
15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 


Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 


10. The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the 

programme 

again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after 
even semester . Re- entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes 
should be based on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC 
guidelines for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in 
later stage ) 


11. TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows . 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called 
an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the 
main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific 
Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
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11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An elective 
course designed to acquire 
special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a 
project work , and a student studies such a course independently with advisory 
support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . A 
project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a 
Generic Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are 
of two types : 


• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

kill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement such as , 


Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on 
training competences , skills , etc. 


11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation 
of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses 
( AEC ) . 

12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course 
( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
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passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
subject from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce 
faculty can take major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student 
passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty 
only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 
the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
However , allotment of choices will be subjected to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 


12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the students responsibility to earn 
additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major 
course . Only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

12.7 Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
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Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
withresearch , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits 
inResearch Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in research project . 


12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in 
minor and 10 credits in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure 
of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and 
examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

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13. Choice to select the MOOC Course : 

a . The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a şemester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. 

The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


15. Examination & Evaluation : 


15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 4 & 5 of Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam 
University , Madhya Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the 
Scheme of examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as 
per the recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic 
Council . Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , 
Minor , Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while 
vocational ( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . 
The credit structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total 
marks for an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 
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marks.Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 

tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
grade in that course . 


15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC . 


15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5 


15.5 The grading will be made on 10point scale as described below :

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
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asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given secondchance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 

as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14 Applicable to institutionsin the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutionsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

62A.4 The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree 
or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes 
such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce 
( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration

Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission guideline 
completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government . 

62A.7 Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board 
of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to 
these undergraduate programmes . 

62A.8 The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other

suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website .

62A.11 To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise 
courses under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 


service / research project ( 28 credits ) .

A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of

Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 


GenericElective Course . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 


• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


62A.14 STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called . as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 
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62A.14.2 Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


62A.14.3 Third Year ( Level 7 ) :

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 .

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


62A.14.5 Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as hown in clause 13.8 . 


62A.14.6 Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the

¡ 2A.15 . Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomus College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonmous College / UTD .

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d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement , the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective Autonomous 
College / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The 
project be 
may undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies . / Industries with the approval of 
Autonomous College / UTD . 


f . 
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62A.16 Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the 
examinations . In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures and 
practicals separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 
For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 


62A.17 . Examination & Evaluation : 


62A.17.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 hours . The credit 
structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 16.16 . 


62A.17.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks 
each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written 
test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests 
out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least 
two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate 
distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , 
viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous College . In case of internal assessment , 
the college / UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at least 
two tests are conducted in a semester . 


62A.17.3 UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in 
Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

62A.17.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation 
will be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 . 
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62A.17.5 The grading will be made on 10 - point scale as described below :

62A.17.6 In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding 

passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the 

minimum 
following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

62A.17.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that 
course ( s ) as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier 
in continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks 
obtained in repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat 
course ( s ) . 


The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 
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62A.17.12 
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If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall betreated 
as fail inthat semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who 
get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay 
the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such 
case that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


62A.17.10 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester 
fee again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . 

62A.17.11 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 
Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from 
otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade 
to the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by 
the UTD where the student has taken admission .

Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank Of Credits in 
Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the 
provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 

62A.25.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . 
However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing parity 
for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is sought by the student .

1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published ordinance such as 
B.Com . /B.B.A . /B.Sc . ( IT ) /B.S.W/B.B.M IN T. & T. /B.B.M IN S.M / B.VOC / B.Sc. ( Physics , Chemistry , 
Mathematics , Zoology , Botany , Biotechnology and Computer Science ) / B.A. ( Film , Television and New Media 
Production ) B.A.M.C / B.A. ( Civil Services ) / B.A. / B.J.M.C for respective ordinance nos .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's

3. The Ordinance shall apply to all such programmes being run by the University under its 
UTD's ( University Teaching Department ) / SOS . ( School of Studies ) and its constituent units for 
its regular students . 


4. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programme will be framed by the 
University for admission SOS and by the State Government for admission in to the 4th year 
( Level 8 ) shall be as per the NEP admission guidelines and completely based on merit subject to 
the Government's reservation policy 


5. Students who have completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


6. The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University / State Govt , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
Government from time to time 


7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats as sanctioned by the 
State Regulatory Commission 


8. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the Universityfollowing the 
guidelines / norms issued by the State Government , UGC and MPPURCthe same could be suitably 
incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the 
institutional website or admission portal of Department of Higher Education . 
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9. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university / college may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the 
same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in 
studies 


10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8 Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 1 ) The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under the following subjects / categories : 


i . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course - DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii . 

Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv . Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vi . 

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement andservice / research 
project ( 28 credits ) 


NB .. For BBA / B CA / B H Sc and like programmes , a group / subject shall be chosen as 
Major / Minor / Generic Elective 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table 1 The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows . 


1st Year ( First & Second Semester - Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 The entry requirement for first semester in Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12 
from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government University . A programme of study leading to entry 
into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty ofher / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand 


2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semesters - Level 6 ) 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion of 
Level 5 A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels 

3rd Year ( Filth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 )

Entry 3. The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 
6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 1 e , first to six semesters and carns the 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 
40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 


4th Year ( Seventh & Eighth Semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in 
a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year 
bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's degree , 
candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 75 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth 
year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) 
degree

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits from level 
5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8

The credits will be awarded by the University the credit can be calculated as follows 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 15 
weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 
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11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall be 
of four academic years / eight semesters 
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• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the credits 
earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme again 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , respectively ; there 
shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


TYPES OF COURSES 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 


12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme 


12.2 . Elective Course : 

Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , which is specific or 
specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which provides an 
extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other discipline / subject / domain to nurture 
the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective Course 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline 
Specific Elective the University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project 

An elective course designedto acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement 
study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course independently with 
advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . It is considered a 
special course involving the application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real - life 
situation / difficult problem for a bachelor degree with honours / research A Project / Dissertation 
work would be of credits , as decided by the competent body The student will do this work under 
the guidance of a faculty member 


12.2.3Generic Elective ( GE ) Course 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other 
fields is called a Generic Elective course 


12.3 . Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

● Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 
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" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledgeenhancement , 
such as , 
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Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to enhance skills of the Major 
Subject they are aimed to provide hands - on training competencies , skills , etc 


12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studios of 
the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under LOCF with maximum deviation 
of 20 % 


13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


13.1 . First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he she acquires 6 
credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) 


13.2 . Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he she acquires 
6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course ( ABC ) 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if he she 
fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies A student passing Grade 12 
with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from 
science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce faculty can take major 
and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing Grade 12 with arts 
faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only Major and Minor subjects 
shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic 
elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty However , allotment of choices will be subject to 
the provisions of admission guidelines 


13.3 . ThirdSemester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester . if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course 


13.5 . fifth Semester : 


13.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she acquires 
6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the minor subject , 4 
credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course 
The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major and 
minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the students ' responsibility to earn additional 
credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major course Only after 
fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an 
Undergraduate Degree 
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A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 
6 credits in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , 
preferably related to major and / or minor subjects 


13.7 . Seventh Semester : 
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13.6 . Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she acquires 6 
credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credits in Field Projects internship / apprenticeship / community engagement 
and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with honours , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in Research Methodology , 
4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject , and 6 credits in field project / 
internship / apprenticeship related to the major subject A student shall be declared to have 
successfully completed the seventh semester with research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core 
courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject , and 6 credits in research project 

13 8. Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with honours , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits indissertation , and 10 
credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major subject . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with research , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject . 4 clears in Minor , and 10 credits in 
research project 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC 


13.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entre tenure of the 3 - year undergraduate 
degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination 


13.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under graduate 
degree programme .

15 Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations in 
general , attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals separately will 
be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional held in 
each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of University's . 


13. Examination Evaluation 

Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The Semester end theory examination for Major , Minor 
Generic and DSE will be 3 hours while Vocational ( SEC ) and Ability Enhancement 
Course ( AEC ) will be 2 hours duration .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will

be conducted three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks each 
of these , two must be written tests and third may be written Quiz / Seminar / Assignment 
for theoretical courses marks obtained in best two tests out of three will be awarded to the 
student each student shall have to appear in at least two tests and End Semester 
Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab Grade in that course , in case 
of Laboratory / Field / Project Report , Practical Semester End Exam , viva if any will be 
decided by the University , In case of Internal assessment , the University shall distribute 
and design their assignment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
University may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval from the 
respective academic council in view of the Evaluation reforms in Higher Educational 
Instutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

The Total marks obtained in Semester -End Examination and Continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course .

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that courses as Conducted 
by the University Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be carried forward 
and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in 
the repeat course ( s ) .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published Ordinance No. 27 
( B.Com ) from the academicsession 2022-23 . 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeundergraduate programmeof Ordinance No. 27 ( Bachelor of Commerce ) notified by 
the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its constituent units for 
thirregular students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC , other 
statutory bodies and MPPURC concerned and taking into account the reservation policy 
issued by the government from time to time . 

Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in 
accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State 
Government / UGC / MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could 
be suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned 
and uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies .

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To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5. represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) 

Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 
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service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


2nd Year 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit ,

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
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Undergraduate Diplomainhand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for 
the Undergraduate Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree 
requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 
40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 
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Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with.40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

12. TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows : 


12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student 
as a core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 

Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
studyorwhichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course .

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12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda studentstudiessuch a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElectiveCourse . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University .

First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjectsfromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 
Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions 
oftheact / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

The question paper of the end term examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and very short answer type questions . The continuous 
evaluation of the student , in Theory component of the courses , will be conducted in 
form of Three Unit Tests / Mid Semester Tests . Marks from two better performances 
of the student , out of these three , will be taken into account for preparation of 
result.Student will have to compulsorily attend and pass individually , all three Unit 
Tests / Mid Semester Tests , i.e. minimum 40 % marks to be obtained in all three 
MSTs separately.If any student does not appear in any of the three tests or get fail in 
even in one of the three tests , then she / he will not be allowed to appear in Term End 
Exams . Such students will be put in the category of TNG ( Term Not Granted ) . The 
student should also complete successfully , the Term Work in all the courses 
( practical as well as skill ) , due for the Semester , othervise will not be allowed to 
appear in Term End Exam . A detailed description of the TNG rules are given in 
Exam Policy of Symbiosis University of Applied Sciences , Indore . One also needs 
to pass the End Semester Examination separately ; failing which , the student will be 
awarded F Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based 
courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / School of Study .

( CGPA ) will be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , 
except the credits of additional courses , if any .

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in sememster system will be carried as per 
provisions of Ordinance 14 . 


CGPA is a measure of overall cumulativeperformance of a student over all thesemesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of 
Ordinance 14 , 


19. On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 

certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be indicated

The course details ( code , title , number of credits , grade secured ) along with 
SGPA of every semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be displayed in 
the grade card .

24. Credit Transfer : 


24.1 The credit transfer . shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
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The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established 
byM.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between 
them . However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , 
drawing parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is 
sought by the student . 

25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable . 

26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of

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The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre stablished UG ( Semester ) 
Ordinances from the academic session 2022-23 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree or 
four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes such 
as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com . ) , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , 
Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) , BJMC , BJ and other similar Undergraduate programmes 
notified by the Universityunder ordinance no 2 . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its SOS 
( School of Studies ) for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its SOS . Admission to the 4th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available only 
in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 


7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in accordance 
with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC , MPPURC and 
other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the admission 
guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 
Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programmefor lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 
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To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents bachelor's degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories :

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows :

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements .

A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diplomain hand . 
A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 
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3rd Year 

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 

Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; 
there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


12. TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 


Generally , a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables 
an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , Such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member .

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 


GenericElective Course . 

12.3.Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 


• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 

enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

12.4.The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 


Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as shown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular programme in 
a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM platform or 
any other MOOC platform recognised by the central government or the state 
government for credit transfer .

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available or in other University departments of 
the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will 
also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open Online Courses 
( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for Young 
Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The SOS shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme on merit basis across 
the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on available facilities in 
the university .

The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The University will take a decision for allowing the online courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) 

The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the SOS . The parent institution must designate a course 
coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course and to 
facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 


The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective SOS need to be 
undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project may be undertaken in 
any of the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies 
/ Industries with the approval of SOS . 

15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 
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16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.2 


16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 
16.16 . 

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 . 
The grading will be made on 10 - point scale as described below :

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous 
assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat 
semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 

If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall betreated 
as fail inthat semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get 
F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register 
in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again 
in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee will not 
be charged again . 


The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University but within maximum duration of the programme . 
He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

Applicable to SOS in the same universities : The SOS , where students from other 
schools are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to 
the concerned SOS where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the

The percentage will be rounded off up to second decimal point . 

20. The student will be examined by the university as per the prevailing syllabus and scheme 
of examination . 

21. The candidate shall be awarded a certificate / diploma / degree when he / she successfully 
earns the minimum requisite credits for the certificate / diploma / degree . 

22. A Grade Card shall be issued to all the students after every semester based on the grades 
earned . The course details ( code , title , number of credits , grade secured ) along with 
SGPA of every semester and CGPA earned till that Academic Year will be displayed in 
the grade card .

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The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . 
However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing 
parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is sought by 
the student . 


25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable . 

26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of 
the University and shall be implemented with immediate effect .

Ordinance 10 A 
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Ordinance for three / four year Undergraduate ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programme " issued 
by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on Ordinance No.02 , Bachelor of 
Business Administration ( BBA ) from the academic session 2022-23 . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A ) and other similar 
Undergraduate Programmes offered by VIT Bhopal University , Sehore , Madhya 
Pradesh . 


3. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes have been framed by 
the University for admission in its institutions . Ordinance No. 02 " Faculty , Departments 
and Courses offered in the University " of first Ordinances of VIT Bhopal University , 
Sehore Madhya Pradesh can be referred to . 


4. The student who haspassed the Grade 12 Examination from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government determined in advance by the University / Constituent 
Institutions following the guidelines issued by the State Government / Central 
Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned will be eligible for admission to 
these Undergraduate Programmes . 


5. The admission shall be made on the merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by 
the University / Central Government / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines in 
this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned . 


6. Student enrolment in a programme shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


7. The in - take capacity shall bedetermined in advance by the University underthe provisions 
of this Ordinance applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 


8. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the University may 
earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the students has successfully completed the first year / second year / third 
year of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme 
after a break in studies . 

9. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
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as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending 
order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents Certificate , level 6 represents Diploma , 
level 7 represents Bachelor Degree and 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise course 
under the following subjects / categories .

Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course + DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

ii . Disciplinary / Interdisciplinary Major ( 32 Credits )

Generic Elective ( 16 credits )

V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits )

Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service

For BBA / BCA / B.Sc. / and similar programmes , agroup / subject shall be chosen 
as 
Major / Minor / Generic / Elective . 


Qualification and credit requirements are given in Tablel . The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year ( First & Second Semester -Level 5 ) 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for first semester in level 5 is successful completion of Class 
12 from M P Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading 
to entry into the first year of Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester -Level 6 ) 


Entry 2 : The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion 
of Level 5. A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is 
open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the programme of 
her / his Major Subject . If he / she wants to exit , he / she can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester -Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 : The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 
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5 & 6. A programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If astudent passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns 
the requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree 
in the programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from 
level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 

4th Year ( Seventh & Eight Semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 : An Individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor's degree ( Level 7 ) .After completing the requirements of a three 
year Bachelor's degree , the studentwho meets a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to 
continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete 
the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Levels 
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Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
programme of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credits can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 
15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 


10 . 


Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training , subject to a maximum of 
six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the Undergraduate Degree Programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of Undergraduate Degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he enters the programme 
again . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 


A student will be allowed to enter / re - enter only at the odd semester and can only exit after 
even semester . Re- entry at various levels as lateral entrants in academic programmes 
should be based on the earned credits and proficiency test record . 


The validity of credits earned will be to a maximum period of seven years ( as per UGC 
guidelines for multiple entry and exit in academic programmes or as specified by UGC in 
later stage ) 


11. TYPES OF COURSES : 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows . 


11.1 Core Course : Such course which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


11.2 Elective Course : A course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
study or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called 
an Elective Course . 


11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : Elective courses offered from the 
main discipline / subject of study are referred to as Discipline Specific 
Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
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• 


11.2.2 Dissertations / Project : An elective 
course designed to acquire 
special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement study / support study to a 
project work , and a student studies such a course independently with advisory 
support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . A 
project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 


11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : An elective course chosen generally from an 
unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of other fields is called a 
Generic Elective course . 


11.3 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : The ability enhancement courses ( AEC ) are 
of two types : 


• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement such as , 


Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
enhance skills of the Major subject . They are earned to provide hands on 
training competences , skills , etc. 


11.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under 
Learning Outcome Based Curriculum Framework ( LOCF ) with maximum deviation 
of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
12.1 First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Courses 
( AEC ) . 

12.2 Second Semester : ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course 
( AEC ) . 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
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passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
subject from science / arts / commerce faculty , a student passing Grade 12 with commerce 
faculty can take major and minor subject from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student 
passing Grade 12 with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty 
only Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 
the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subjects can be chosen from any faculty 
However , allotment of choices will be subjected to the provisions of admission 
guidelines . 


12.3 Third Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


12.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of the 
minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 Credits in Skill Enhancement Course 
( SEC ) Vocational Course . 


The student shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects However , in such cases , it will be the students responsibility to earn 
additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirements of credits prescribed for the major 
course . Only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree 


12.5 Fifth Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 4 credits in Skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 Credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the 
major subject and 6 credit in Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and services , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 


12.6 Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline specific 
elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credit in Field 
Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 

12.7 Seventh Semester : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
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Research Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
withresearch , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject4 credits 
inResearch Methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subjects , and 6 credits in research project . 


12.8 Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subjects . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject 4 credits in 
minor and 10 credits in research project 


The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


12.9 Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject generic elective and skill enhancements 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure 
of the 3 - year undergraduate degree programmes after paying due fees for registration and 
examination 


12.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year under 
graduate degree programme .

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a . The university can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other online education learning platform approved by UGC / Regulatory Body 
from time to time . 


b . The student will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement course from the courses available within the institution or in other institutions of 
the university but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the student to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of University . 


C. The institutions shall offer elective- generic courses in each programme on merit basis 
across the disciplines . The number of seatsin the courses will depend on available facilities in 
the institution . 


14. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy five percent will be required in each course to sit in the 
end semester examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding five percent in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


Examination & Evaluation : 

15.1 Examination will be conducted as per Ordinances 5 & 6 of Amity University , Madhya 
Pradesh as per the Regulations made in this respect as described in the Scheme of 
examination promotion to subsequent semesters and course of studies shall be as per the 
recommendation of the concerned Board of Studies with due approval of Academic Council . 
Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external 
and internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , 
Generic and DSE ( Discipline specific elective Course ) will be of 3 hours while vocational 
( SEC ) and AEC ( Ability Enhancement Course ) will be of 2 hours duration . The credit 
structure for theory / Practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in table 3 in clause 15.15 . 


15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer , and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 
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marks.Each of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test 
Quiz / Semester / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out 
of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two 
tests and End Semester Examination , failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
grade in that course . 
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15.3 University institutions may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval 
from the respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions 2019 " published by the UGC . 


15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 15.5

15.6 In cases statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be awarded 
as per above - mentioned table . 


15.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed 
in the course ( s ) . He / Shehas to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to 
decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


15.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
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asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then the student will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in 
those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be given secondchance to pass the failed 
courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester 
even after the aforesaid second chance in that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in that 
semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 

as zero semester . 


15.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 


15.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


15.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case 
and may not be eligible for scholarships . 


15.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


15.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass courses . 


15.14 Applicable to institutionsin the same universities , the institution , where students from 
other Institutionsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the grade to 
the concerned institution where the student enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
institution where the student has taken admission .

4. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programs will be framed by the University 
for admission in its UTDs / Institute . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available only in 
the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . The University shall issue a 
notification for admission in level - 06 ( 2nd Year ) , level - 07 ( 3rd Year ) and level - 08 ( 4th Year ) of 
various UG Programs for all odd semesters soon after the announcement of Even semester results 
of the University .

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Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programs .

Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the University . 
The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous college in 
accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC / 
MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in 
the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional 
website . 


Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats to 
a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programs , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from level 
5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honors / 
Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses under 
following subjects / Categories : 


i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 44 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 34 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits )

A programme of study leading to entry into the first year of 
the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand . 


2nd Year 


Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme of 
study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma 
requires 86 credits with 46 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A programme 
of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 130 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 46 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 44 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honors / Research ) ( Level 8 ) 
in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year 
bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's degree , 
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candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth 
year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honors / Research ) 
degree .

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honors / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / he Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honors / Research ) requires a total of 170 credits 
from level 5 to 8 , with 46 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 44 credits at level 7 , and 40 
credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for a 
duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honors / Research shall be 
of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 
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12. TYPES OF COURSES 


12.2 . 


The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 

( Honors / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; there 
shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students .

12.3 . 
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Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . Core Course ( DC ) : 

Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as 
a core requirement of the programme . 
Elective Course : 


Generally a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables 
an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective 
courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
12.2.2 Dissertation / Project ( DIP ) : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real - life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 
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SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands 
on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of the 
University . 


13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


13.2 . 


13.1 . First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if he / she 
fulfills the pee - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student passing 
Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from 
science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can take 
major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 12th 
with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major and 
Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , 
whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of 
choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree .

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AFC ) are of two types : 

. Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ;

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( DSEEC ) or Vocational Courses .

Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honors : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honors degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as shown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 
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a . 


The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognized by 
the central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / elective - department 
specific / Skill Enhancement / Ability Enhancement courses from the courses 
available within UTD / Institute or in other UTDs / Institute of the universities but 
from same level of the programs . An alternate choice will also be available to the 
students to opt courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at 
SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of the UTD / Institute . 

The UTDs / Institute shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme on merit 
basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the UTD / Institute .

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The University will take a decision for allowing the online courses of SWAYAM 

if : 

( i ) 


The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the UTD / Institute . The parent institution must designate 
a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course 
and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

( iv ) The UTD / Institute will have an option to allow MOOCs Based courses in 
blended mode , where in the award of credits would be through examination 
conducted by the university . 

f . The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective UTD / Institute 
need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project may

be undertaken in any of the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / 
Companies / Industries with the approval of UTD / Institute . 
15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the 
examinations . In general attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures 
and practical's separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end 
examination .

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and 
practical / sessional held in each 
course may be condoned by the Vice 
Chancellor / Principal of autonomous colleges .

Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in 


clause 16.16 . 

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of 
the student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting 
three tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third 
may be written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks 
obtained in best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each 
student shall have to appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; 
failing which , the student will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of 
Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate distribution of marks 
for practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be 
decided by the University / UTD / Institute . In case of internal assessment , 
University / UTD / Institute shall distribute and design their assessment so that at 
least two tests are conducted in a semester . 


University / UTD / Institute may design their own mode of internal assessment 
with due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation 
Reforms in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation 
will be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding 
minimum passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the 
following manner : 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut 
off percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades 
will be awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to 
have failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that 
course ( s ) as and when conducted by the University / UTD / Institute . Marks 
obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to 
the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in 
the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half 
of the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of 
the total credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that 
semester and he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be 
promoted to the next semester . 

If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be 
declared pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total 
credits in a semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then 
he / she will be provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT 
( Allowed To Keep Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails . 

If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second

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chance to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete 
the concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be 
treated as fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester 
and that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those 
candidates who get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . 
The student has to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such 
case that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next 
semester till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a 
student to re - register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has 
to pay semester fee again in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . 
If the student withdraws within one month from starting of the academic 
semester then semester fee will not be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available 
as per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD / Institute but within maximum duration of 
the programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course .

18.1 The Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) and Cumulative Grade Point Average 
( CGPA ) will be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , 
except the credits of additional courses , if any . The , SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded 
off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the grade sheet . 

The calculation of SGPA and CGPA in semester system will be carried as per 
provisions of Ordinance 14 .

CGPA is a measure of overall cumulative performance of a student over all the semesters 
completed . In case of semester system CGPA will be calculated as per provisions of 
Ordinance 14 , 


On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will be 
indicated on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years and 4 - years undergraduate 
degrees should also indicate the Division obtained as per follows :

The candidate has earned minimum number of credits required for the

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its SOS ( School 
of Studies ) and its affiliated constituted Units for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) 
students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the University's 
SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available only in the institutions which are offering 4 
year Undergraduate Programme . 
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Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board recognised by 
the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these undergraduate programmes . 
The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the university , 
keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other statutory bodies 
concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the government from time to time . 
Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the University . The 
in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous college in accordance 
with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC , and MPPURC and other 
statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines 
for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional website .

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats to a 
maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for lateral entrants in 
the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has successfully 
completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any institution and wants to 
re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as certificate , 
diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from level 5 to level 8. Level 
5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four 
year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) 

Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 
Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

ii ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 


project ( 28 credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for students , 
who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from M.P. Board of 
Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board recognised by the 
State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into the first year of the 
Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the student will 
become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . If she / he wants 
to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year 
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Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme of study 
leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A programme of 
study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. , first to six semesters and earns requisite 
number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at 
level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 
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Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in a 
specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three - year bachelor 
degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates 
who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the 
undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the student 
becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of her / his the Major 
Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 
40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for a 
duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum of six 
credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic years / six 
semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall be of four 
academic years / eight semesters . 

A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the credits 
earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the programme again . 
The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; there shall 
be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . Courses are the 
basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 

12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 

Generally , a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is specific or 
specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which provides an 
extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other discipline / subject / domain to nurture 
the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective Course . 
12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses 
of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas supplement 
study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course on his own with 
an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . It is 
considered as a special course involving application of knowledge in 
solving / analysing / exploring a real - life situation / difficult problem for bachelor degree with 
honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the 
competent body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an intention 
to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by other 
discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as Generic 
Elective Course .

Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 


• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on enhancement of 
skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands - on - training , 
competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of the 
University , 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires credits as 
given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if he / she 
fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student passing Grade 12 
with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects from 
science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can take major 
and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts 
faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall 
belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective 
subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires credits as 
given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major and 
minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn additional 
credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major course ; and only after 
fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an 
Undergraduate Degree . 

Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires credits as 
given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with Honours 
degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with Research 
degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the Table 2 
as shown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a 
particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under 
SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the central government or the 
state government for credit transfer . 

The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomous College / UTD or in 
other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An alternate 
choice will also be available to the students to opt courses from Massive Open Online Courses

Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be required to 
register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the stipulated fee to SWAYAM 
for registering the course , if required . 

While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be ensured that 
the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and library etc. essential for 
pursuing the courses shall be made available free in adequate measure by the 
Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must designate a course 
coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course and to 
facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective Autonomous 
College / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project 
may be undertaken in any of the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / 
Companies / Industries with the approval of Autonomous College / UTD . 

15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practical's separately will 
be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination .

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Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external and 
internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 hours . The credit 
structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations and total marks for 
an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 16.16 . 

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , 
short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will 
be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks 
each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written 
test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests 
out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least 
two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate 
distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , 
viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous College . In case of internal assessment , the 
college / UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at least two 
tests are conducted in a semester . 


UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with due 
approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be awarded 
as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have failed in 
the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when 
conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may 
be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination 
to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the 
total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in 
any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be 
asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . 
In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 

If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester , then will be declared pass in 
that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a semester and fails 
in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be provisionally promoted to 
the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed to Keep Term ) in those courses in which he / she 
fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance to pass the failed 
courses . If the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester even after 
the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated as fail in that semester and will be 
asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . 
Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who 
get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course .

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 

In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register in that 
semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such 
case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws within one month 
from starting of the academic semester , then semester fee will not be charged again . 
The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by 
the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other UTDS 
are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the concerned 
UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the UTD where the 
student has taken admission .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree or 
four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate programmes such 
as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com . ) , 
Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , 
Bachelor of Fashion Designing ( BFD ) , Bachelor of Graphic designing ( BGD ) , Bachelor of 
Journalism & Mass Communication ( BJMC ) and other similar Undergraduate programmes 
notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) for their regular students .

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8.

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12 from M.P. 
Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level Sand earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in 
hand .

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Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in 
hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels .

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


4th Year 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 


Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ;

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 
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Elective Course : 

General course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables 
an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course .

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13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 
• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of 
the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 
Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree .

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Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 

credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester :

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per 
Table 2 as how in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and examination .

14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomous College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt courses from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomous College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonomous College / UTD .

The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) 

The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 
The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective Autonomous 
College / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The 
project may be undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies Industrics with the approval of 
Autonomous College / UTD . 
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15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practical's 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 
For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) .

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If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated 
as fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has 
to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re - register 
in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again 
in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee will not 
be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 
Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 
UTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concerned UTD where the student is enrolled .

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24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P. University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between 
them . However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , 
drawing parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is 
sought by the student . 

25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable . 

26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for

implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of 
the University ( in case of UTDs ) and shall be implemented with immediate effect .

The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year Bachelor's degree undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A.- Ordinance No. 35 ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. 
Ordinance No. 37 ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com Ordinance No. 34 ) , Bachelor of 
Computer Application ( B.C.A.- Ordinance No.45 ) , Bachelor of Business Administration 
( B.B.A.- Ordinance No.33 ) , and other similar Undergraduate programmes notified by the 
University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments UTDs and its affiliated constitute Units for their regular as well as non 
collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available 
only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . Autonomous 
colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission guideline completely based 
on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes .

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The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and other 
statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university / autonomous 
college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State 
Government / UGC , MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be 
suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and 
uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark seats 
to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programmefor lateral 
entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the student has 
successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme in any 
institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor 

( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 

iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 
project ( 28 credits ) . 
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Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry into 
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the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


2nd Year 
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Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduatecertificate in 
hand . 


Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A programme 
of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of her / his Major 
Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A 
diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


4th Year 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degree in the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , 
with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 
8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's 
degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to continue studies in 
the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's 
( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the 
student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of 
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11 . 


her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 
credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , 
and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per week for 
a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a maximum 
of six credits in a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall 
be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain the 
credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters the 
programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , respectively ; 
there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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12. TYPES OF COURSES 
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Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 

Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which 
provides an extended scope or which enables 
an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application of 
knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of a faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subjcct , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
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P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

Environmental Education 

● English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 

enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc.

13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 

13.1 . First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 
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The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2 as hown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomus College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonmous College / UTD . 

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations .

College / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The 
project may be undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies Industries with the approval of 
Autonomous College / UTD .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a 
semester and fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) 
in those courses in which he / she fails . 
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If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , the 
provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance 
to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall be treated 
as fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has 
to pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester 
fee again in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 
UTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
UTD where the student has taken admission .

( As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programmes offered in Higher 
Education Institutions " issued by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 ) 


3 . 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 
2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmessuch as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its constituent units for 
their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies . 


To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories :

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 .

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters .

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses .

12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student 
as a core requirement of the programme . 

12.2 . Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of studyor 
whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) .

13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 
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" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ;

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc.

A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree .

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the AutonomusCollege / UTD or 
in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . Thecontinuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) .

Ordinance for three / four years Undergraduate Degree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 


Implementation of New Education Policy 2020 in 
Ordinance for BCA , BBA / BBA ( Honors ) 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published Under Graduate 
CBCS semester mode ordinance no . 27 , 32 of BCA , BBA / BBA ( Honors ) from the 
academic session 2022-23 . 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) ordinance no . 27 , 
Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) ordinance no . 32 and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its constitute units for their 
regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate 
Programme.Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their 
admission guideline completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the 
government . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time . 
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Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the 
university / autonomous college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard 
issued by the State Government / UGC & MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned 
so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the 
information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies . 


To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 


service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 


1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 
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Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , 
can exit the programme with 
Undergraduatecertificate in hand . 


2nd Year 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 


3rd Year 

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

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The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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12. TYPES OF COURSES 


12.2 . 
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Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows : 

12.1 . 


CoreCourse : 

Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core requirement 
of the programme . 

Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of studyor 
whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student studiessuch a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course .

English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 

13.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 
First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 .

Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of

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creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 
Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 .

Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomus College / UTDs shalloffer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonmous College / UTD .

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The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , 
as notified by the 
respective AutonomousCollege / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the 
specified credits . The project may be undertaken in any of the National and State 
Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies / Industries with the approval of 
Autonomous College / UTD . 
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15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . 
In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures and practicals 
separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 

For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Principal of autonomous 
colleges . 

16. Examination & Evaluation : 


16.2 
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16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theoryexaminations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . Thecontinuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 
The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
creditsin any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 


If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total creditsin a 
semesterand fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep 
Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails .

Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the courseor has failed in the semester . The student has to 
pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester .

In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to paysemester 
fee again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . 

The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 
per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 
Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from 
otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade 
to the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by 
the UTD where the student has taken admission .

24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the university 
framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . 
The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide 
University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank 
Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established 
byM.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between 
them . However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , 
drawing parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is 
sought by the student . 

25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable .

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of

Ordinance for threelfouryears Undergraduate Degree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable from the academic session 2021-22 . 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmessuch as Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business 
Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its affiliated autonomous 
colleges for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate 
Programme.Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their 
admission guideline completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the 
government . 


Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 


The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the 
university / autonomous college in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard 
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issued by the State Government / UGC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the 
same could be suitably incorporated in the admission guidelines for the information of all 
concerned and uploaded on the institutional website . 

Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies . 


To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 

service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 

1st Year 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level Sand earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduatecertificate in hand . 
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2nd Year 
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Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 

3rd Year 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 
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Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the university . The credit can be calculated as follows : 

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , per 
week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six creditsin a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 
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12. TYPES OF COURSES 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows :

CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student 
as a core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of studyor 
whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 

12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student studiessuch a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course .

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree .

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Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the 
entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer .

Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table .

The Provisions of this ordinance are similar to the provisions pertaining 
to regular students and UTDs / SoS in the ordinance 14 A , promulgated 
for the universities covered under M.P. University Act , 1973 .

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Autonomous colleges with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission guideline 
completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government . 

Students who have successfully completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes .

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8.

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


2nd Year 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate 
certificate in hand . 


Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements .

Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 


Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate

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Degree in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject to a 
maximum of six credits in a semester .

The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will retain 
the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when she / he enters 
the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses . 
Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as 
follows : 


12.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : 

Generally a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study 
or which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an 
Elective Course . 


12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) .

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a 
course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is 
called dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . A 
Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 
12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives 
may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course . 


Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 

The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


13. STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 


First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
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student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and 
minor subjects from science / arts / commerce faculty ; a student passing grade 12 with 
commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , 
whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor 
subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the same 
faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , where as generic elective subject 
can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the 
provisions of admission guidelines . 

Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of credits 
prescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilment of such credits he / she will 
be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

Credit Distribution for Semester :

The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per year in 
the entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The Autonomous College / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being 
offered in a particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses 
provided under SWAYAM platform or any other MOOC platform recognised by the 
central government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Autonomus College / UTD 
or in other UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt courses from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for 
Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the College / UTD . 

The Autonomus College / UTDs shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme 
on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on 
available facilities in the Autonmous College / UTD . 

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The Autonomous College / University will take a decision for allowing the online 
courses of SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Autonomous College / UTD . The parent institution must 
designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the 
course and to facilitate / conduct the lab / practical sessions / examinations .

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15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations .

Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 


16.16 . 

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third 
may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student 
will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work 
based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , 
Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD / Autonomous 
College . In case of internal assessment , the college / UTD / University shall distribute 
and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
UTD / Autonomous colleges may design their own mode of internal assessment with 
due approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms 
in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table .

Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the 
credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by 
M.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . 
However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility criteria , drawing 
parity for a course , framed by the university in which the admission is sought by 
the student .

25. If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it 
shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University whose decision thereon shall 
be applicable . 

26. The guidelines , related to this programme , issued by the statutory bodies e.g. 
UGC / AICTE / BCI / NCTE / PCI / RCI issued from time to time will be adopted for 


implementation . 

27. In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the University shall be 
applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government shall be applicable . 

28. If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , then the same will 
be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of the Executive Council of 

the University ( in case of UTDs ) and shall be implemented with immediate effect .

Ordinance for three / four years Undergraduate Degree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 
Implementation of New Education Policy 2020 in B.A./B.Sc./B.Com./B.C.A./ B.B.A 


( As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programmes offered in Higher 
Education Institutions " issued by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 ) 


1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published ordinance No. 15 , 16 , 
19 , 22 , 31 from the academic session 2022-23.Any subsequent amendment in 14 A shall be 
suo - moto adopted . 


2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's degree 
or four year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Arts ( B A ) Ordinance no . 31 , Bachelor of Science ( B Sc ) 
Ordinance no . 15 , Bachelor of Commerce ( B Com ) Ordinance No. 22 , Bachelor of Computer 
Application ( B C A ) Ordinance no . 16 , Bachelor of Business Administration ( BBA ) 
Ordinance no . 19 and other similar Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 


3. The Ordinance shall apply to all such programmes being run by the University in its Teaching 
Departments ( UTD's ) under all Faculty of Studies ( FOS ) / SOS ) and its constituent units for 
their regular / Private students . 


4. Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / FoS / SOS by the State Government for admission . 
Admission to the 4th year ( Level 8 ) shall be based on merit subject to the Government's 
reservation policy . 


5. Students who have completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of Secondary 
Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


6. The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University / State Government , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by 
the UGC and other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy 
issued by the Government from time to time . 


7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


8. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University in advance by the 
universityfollowing the guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC and 
MPPURCand other statutory bodies concerned . The same could be suitably incorporated in 
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the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the 
institutional website or admission portal of Department of Higher Education . 


9. Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme 
for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first degree programme , if 
the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same 
programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in 
studies . 


10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and Level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 1 ) The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under the following subjects / categories 

I. Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Major ( Core Course - DSE ) ( 64 credits ) 

II . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Minor ( 32 credits ) 

III . Generic Elective ( 16 credits )

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table 1. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows .

12.2 Elective Course : 

Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of course , which is specific or 
specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or which provides an 
extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other discipline / subject / domain to 
nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an elective course .

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline subject of study are referred to as Discipline 
Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) 


12.2.2 Dissertation / Project 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement 
study / support to a project work , and a student studies such a course independently with 
advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called Dissertation / Project . It is considered a 
special course involving the application of knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a real 
life situation / difficult problem for a bachelor degree with honors / research . A 
project / dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent body . The student 
will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 


12.2.3 Generic Elective 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek exposure of 
other fields is called a Generic Elective Course 


The Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC )

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" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement such as , 

Environmental Education

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of 
the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under LOCF with maximum 
deviation of 20 % . 


STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if he / she 
acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject . 6 credits in Core Course of the minor 
subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) . 


Second Semester 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester if he / she

Third Semester

Eighth Semester ( Level 8 ) : 

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Eighth semester with honours , 
if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in dissertation and 
10 credits in Field projects / internship / apprenticeship related to major subject . 

A student shall be declared to have successfully complete the Eighth semester with research , 
if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in Minor and 10

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions of the 
act / regulation / guidelines of the UGC . 


13.9Additional Courses : 

In the categories of the minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 
the 3 - year undergraduate degree programme after paying due fees for registration and 
examination . 


13.10 A student may change the generic elective subject in each year of the 3 - year undergraduate

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14. Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

a ) The UTD / FoS can allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other MOOC platform recognized by the central Government or the state 
government for credit transfer . 


b ) The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the UTD / FoS in other UTDs of the 
same universities but from same level of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be 
available to the students to opt for courses from Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) 
available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform 
with the permission of the UTD / FoS . 

c ) The UTDs / FoS shall offer elective - generic courses in each programme on merit basis across 
the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will depend on available facilities in the 
UTD / FOS . 


d ) The students can also opt for a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 


e ) The University will decide to allow the online courses of SWAYAM if

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Every student opting for a course available on SWAYAM platform would be required 
to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the stipulated fee to 
SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be ensured 
that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and library etc 
essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in adequate measure by 
the UTD / FOS . The parent institution must designate a course coordinator / facilitator to 
guide the students throughout the course and facilitate / conduct the lab / practical 
sessions / examinations . 

f ) The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective UTD / FoS needs to be 
undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project may be undertaken in any of 
the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Companies / Industries with the approval of 
UTD / FOS . 


The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning process 
in the Institution . 


15. Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the examinations . In 
general , attendance of at least seventy - five percentage of theory lectures and practical separately 
will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional held in 
each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor . 


16. Examination & Evaluation : 

16.1 Generally , each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of external and 
internal evaluations . The semester end theory examinations for Major , Minor , Generic and DSE 
will be 3 hours while vocational ( SEC ) and Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) will be 2 
hours ' duration . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations 
and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 16.15 
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16.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , short 
answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of the student will be 
conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks each of 
these , two must be written tests and the third may be written test Quiz / Seminar / Assignment 
for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests out of three will be awarded to the 
student . Each student shall have to appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination , 
failing which the student will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / 
Project work based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project 
Report , Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any will be decided by the UTD / FoS . In case of 
internal assessment , the FoS / UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so 
that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 


16.3 UTD / FoS may design their mode of internal assessment with due approval from the respective 
academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " 
published by the UGC 


16.4 Total marks obtained in Semester- End Examination and continuous evaluation will be 
considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.5

16.6 In case statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum passing 
percentage of marks , the grading will be done in the following manner . 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut off percentage of 
marks , then F grade will be awarded . Otherwise , the grades will be awarded as per above 
mentioned table . 


16.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as having failed in the 
course ( s ) . He / She has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and when conducted 
by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in the continuous assessment may be carried 
forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to decide the 
grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 


16.8 The student will be promoted in the next semester if he / she secures at least half of the total 
credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total credits in any 
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semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she will be asked to 
repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In such cases the 
student will not be promoted to the next semester . 


If a student passes in all courses offered in any semester , then the student will be declared pass 
in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a semester and falls in 
some courses offered in that semester , then he / she will be provisionally promoted to the next 
semester with ATKT ( Allowed to keep terms ) in those courses in which he / she fails . 


If a student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT Examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated but he / she will be give n second chance to pass the failed courses . 
Suppose the student does not successfully complete the concerned 


Semester even after the aforesaid second chance . In that case , she / he shall be treated as fail in 
that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as 

zero semester 


16.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or Ab 
grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the prescribed fee for 
repeating the course . 


16.10 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such a case , that 
semester will be treated as zero semester . 


16.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she 
clears that semester . The University may allow such a student to re - register in that semester 
in the coming semester . The student has to pay semester fee again in such case and may not 
be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws within one month from starting the 
academic semester the semester fee will not be charged again . 


16.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the 
existing rules of the University . 


16.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted by the 
University UTD / FoS but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass the course 


16.14 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities . The UTD , where students from other UTDs are 
registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the concerned UTD 
where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the UTD where the student has 
taken admission .

Dependingupon the academic and physical facilities available , the IES university 
may earmark seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year 
of the programme for lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first 
degree programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year 
third year of the same . programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the 
programme after a break in studies . 
191A.11 Multiple Entry and Exit System 

To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications 
such as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an 
ascending order from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 
represents Bachelor Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year 
undergraduate programme shall comprise courses under following 
subjects / Categories : 


i ) 

Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major 

( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field 
service / research project ( 28 credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exit 
options for students , who enter the undergraduate programmes , are as follows :

1st Year 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognized by the State Government / University . A programme of study 
leading to entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . If shc / hc wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate certificate in hand . 

2nd Year 
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Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to 
those who have met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of 
her / his Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each 
of the two levels . 

3rd Year 

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met 
the admission requirements . 

Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters 
and earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the 
Undergraduate Degree in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree 
requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , 
and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programme to 
pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 

Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) 
in the faculty of her / histhe Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
requires a total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at 
level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

One hour of theory or one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work , 
per week for a duration of 15 weeks resulting in the award of one credit ; 

Credits ' for internship shall be one credit per week of internship , subject 
to a maximum of six credits in a semester . 


191A.11The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of 
three academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 

• A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will 
retain the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when 
she / he enters the programme again . 

The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate Degree 
( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


191A.12 TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in 191A.11 shall comprise of 
courses . Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of 
courses shall be as follows : 

191A.12.1 . Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the 
student as a core requirement of the programme . 

191A . 12.2 . Elective Course : 


Generally , a course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of 
courses , which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the 
discipline / subject of study or which provides an extended scope or which 
enables an exposure of some other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the 
candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective Course . 
191A . 12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred 
to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline 
related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main 
discipline / subject of study ) . 


191A.12.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 
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An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such 
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a course on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is 
called dissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving 
application of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation 
/ difficult problem for bachelor degree with honours / research . 

A Project / Dissertation work would be of credits , as decided by the competent 
body . The student will do this work under the guidance of a faculty member . 
191A.12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with 
an intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an 
elective by other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also 
be referred to as GenericElective Course . 
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191A.12.3 . Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledge enhancement , such as ; 

• Environmental Education 

• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to 
focus on enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are 
aimed to provide hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

191A.12.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned 
Board of Studies of the University . 


191A.13 . STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER 
SYSTEM 


191A.13.1 . First Year ( Level 5 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if 
he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective 
subject if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of 
Studies . A student passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 
5 with major and minor subjects fromscience / arts / commerce faculty ; a student 
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passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects 
from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts 
faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major and 
Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the 
Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any 
faculty . However , allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of 
admission guidelines . 

191A.13.2 . Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if 
he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6 to 
interchange the major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be 
responsibility of the students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum 
requirement of credits prescribed for the major course ; and only after 
fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate 
Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


191A.13.3 . Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if 
he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

191A.13.4 . Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for 
Bachelor with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 
( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for 
Bachelor with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 
The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions 
of the act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 
191A.13.5 . Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall 
be as per the Table 2 as shown in clause 191A . 13.7 . 

191A.13.6 . Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up to additional 6 credits per 
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year in the entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying 
due fees for registration and examination .

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191A.15 . Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the 
examinations . In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory 
lectures and practical separately will be required in each course to sit in the 
semester end examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of 
attendance notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered 
and practical / sessional held in each course may be condoned by the Vice 
Chancellor . 


191A.16 . Examination & Evaluation : 

191A . 16.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising 
of external and internal valuations . The semester theory examinations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external examinations 
and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in clause 191A . 16.14 . 
191A . 16.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain 
long answer , short answer and objective type questions . The continuous evaluation of 
the student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be written 
test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best two tests 
out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least 
two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be awarded Ab 
Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , 
appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project Report , Practical 
Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the Constituent unit ( s ) / University 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / Faculty of IES University . In case of internal 
assessment , the Constituent unit ( s ) / University Teaching Departments 
( UTDs ) / Facultyshall distribute and design their assessment so that at least two tests are 
conducted in a semester . 


191A . 16.3 Constituent unit ( s ) / University Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / Faculty may 
design their own mode of internal assessment with due approval from respective 
academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher Educational Institutions , 
2019 " published by the UGC . 

191A . 16.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous 
evaluation will be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 
191A . 16.5 . 
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191A . 16.5 The grading will be made on 10 - point scale as described below :

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191A . 16.6 In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding 
minimum passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following 

manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

191A . 16.7 If a student obtains F or Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to 
have failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that 
course ( s ) as and when conducted by the Constituent unit ( s ) / University Teaching 
Departments ( UTDs ) / Faculty . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may be 
carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination 
to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

191A . 16.8 The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least 
half of the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the 
total credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as 
zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . 
If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared pass 
in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total credits in a semester and 
fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be provisionallypromoted 
to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep Term ) in those courses in which 
he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ATKT examination , the provisional 
promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance to pass the failed 
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courses . If the student does not successfully complete the concerned semester even 
after the aforesaid second chance , she / he shall betreated as fail inthat semester and 
will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero 
semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F or 
Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

191A . 16.9 On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In 
such case that semester will be treated as zero semester . 

191A . 16.10 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next 
semester till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee 
again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester fee 
will not be charged again . 

191A . 16.11 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be 
available as per the existing rules of the University . 

191A . 16.12 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the Constituent unit ( s ) / University Teaching Departments 
( UTDs ) / Facultybut within maximum duration of the programme . He / she can avail 
multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 

191A . 16.13 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students 
from otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade 
to the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the 
UTD where the student has taken admission .

The , 
SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded off up to 2 decimal places and reported in the 
grade sheet .

191A . 18.2 CGPA is a measure of overall cumulativeperformance of a student 
over all the semesters completed . In case of semester system CGPA will 
be calculated as per provisions of Ordinance no .

191A . 19 On completing all requirements for award of the undergraduate 
certificate / diploma / degree , the CGPA will be calculated and this value will 
be indicated on the certificate / diploma / degree . The 3 - years and 4 - years 
undergraduate degrees should also indicate the Division obtained as per 
follows :

191A . 22 A Grade Card shall be issued to all the students after every semester 
based on the grades earned . The course details ( code , title , number of credits , 
grade secured ) along with SGPA of every semester and CGPA earned till that 
Academic Year will be displayed in the grade card . 


191A . 23 Grade sheets will be developed as given in Ordinance no.191A . 
191A . 24 Credit Transfer : 


191A . 24.1 The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the 
university framed in accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time 
to time . 


191A . 24.2 The member institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established 
vide University Grants Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic 
Bank Of Credits in Higher Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer 
the credits as per the provisions of this regulation as amended from time to time . 
191A . 24.3 Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities 
established by M.P.University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students 
between them . However , the student may be required to fulfil some eligibility 
criteria , drawing parity for a course , framed by the university in which the 
admission is sought by the student . 

191A . 25 If any question arises relating to the interpretation of the provisions of 
this ordinance , it shall be referred to the Academic Council of the University 
whose decision thereon shall be applicable .

191A . 27 In matters not covered under this Ordinance , general rules of the 
University shall be applicable ; otherwise the directions of the state government 
shall be applicable . 

191A . 28 If UGC notifies any change in future in its Regulations in this regard , 
then the same will be incorporated in the existing Ordinance with the approval of 
the Executive Council of the University ( in case of UTDs ) and shall be 
implemented with immediate effect .

62A.2 Faculty Name

Undergraduate ( Honors / Research ) will be offered in different specializations as covered in ordinance 
no . 16,17 , 20 , 21 , 43 , 45 , 62 of SAM Global University . 


62A.4 Duration of the Course : The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to the three year / six 
semester Bachelor's Degree or four years / eight semester Bachelor's Degree ( Honors / Research ) in 
undergraduate programme Bachelor of Science . 


The maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate Degree 
( Honors / Research ) Programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , respectively . 

62A.5 The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable from the academic session 2022-23 . 


62A.6 The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) Bachelor of 
Commerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of 
Journalism and Mass Communication ( B.A.J.M.C ) , Bachelor of Hotel Management and 
Cateribg Technology ( B.H.M.C.T. ) Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) , and other 
similar Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 


62A.7 The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the University in 
its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) . 


62A.8 Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate 
Programme.University with NAAC grade " A " or above can frame their admission 
guideline completely based on merit subject to the reservation policy of the government . 


62A.9 Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from 
Board of Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination 
from any other board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for 
admission to these undergraduate programmes . 
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62A.10 The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC and 
other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by 
the government from time to time .

62A.11 Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the university in 
accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC 
and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could be suitably incorporated in the 
admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the institutional 
website . 


62A.12 Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the 
programmefor lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree 
programme , if the student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year 
of the same programme in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a 
break in studies . 


62A.13 To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order 
from level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall 
comprise courses under following subjects / Categories : 

i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits ) 


iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 


vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and 


service / research project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions 
for students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 


1st Year 

Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12th from 
M.P.Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to 
entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admission requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , 
the student will become entitled for Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his 
Major Subject . If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate 
certificate in hand . 


2nd Year 

Entry 2. The entry requirement for Level 6 is successful completion of Level 5. A 
programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those 
who have met the admission requirements . 
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Exit 2 : If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns requisite number of 
credits , the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Diplomain the faculty of 
her / his MajorSubject.If she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with 
Undergraduate Diplomain hand.A diploma requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of 
the two levels . 


3rd Year 

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements . 


Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and 
earns requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate 
Degreein the faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits 
from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


4th Year 

Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the 
relevant three - year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a 
three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be 
allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue 
and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 
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Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , 
the student becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the 
faculty of her / his the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a 
total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 
credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

62A.14 The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course anytime in the middle of the programme will 
retain the credits earned so far which will be restored / transferred as and when 
she / he enters the programme again . 


The maximum duration for completion of Undergraduate Degreeand Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be of 6 and 8 years , 
respectively ; there shall be no such bar for non - collegiate ( private ) students . 


62A.15 TYPES OF COURSES 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of 
courses . Courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses 
shall be as follows : 


62A.15.1 Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 


62A.15.2 Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which 
is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of 
studyor whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some 
other discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is 
called an Elective Course . 


62A.15.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 


Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are 
referred to as Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer 
discipline related Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be 
offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 


62A.15.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , 
suchas supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student 
studiessuch a course on his own with an advisory support by a 
teacher / faculty member iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a 
special 
course involving application of knowledge in 
solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation difficult problem for 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work 
would be of credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will 
do this work under the guidance of afaculty member . 


62A.15.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 

P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
Generic Elective Course . 


62A.15.4 Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 

• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


Environmental Education

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• English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 

enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

62A.15.5 The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 

62A.16 STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 
62A.16.1 First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject 
if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A 
student passing Grade in 12th with science can take admission in Level 5 with major 
and minor subjects fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 
12th with commerce faculty can take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts 
faculty , whereas a student passing grade 12th with arts faculty can choose major and 
minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major and Minor subjects shall belong to the 
same faculty ( which will be called as the Main faculty ) , whereas generic elective 
subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , allotment of choices will be 
subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 


62A.16.2 Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the 
major and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the 
students to earn additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of 
creditsprescribed for the major course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she 
will be entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she 
acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 


62A.16.4 Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 


( a ) Bachelor with Honours : A student shall be declared to have successfully 
completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as 
given in Table 2 . 


( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor 
with Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 


62A.16.5 Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as 
per the Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 


62A.16.6 Additional Courses : 


In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement 
courses / vocational courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in 
the entire tenure of 3 - year undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for 
registration and examination .

62A.18 Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The University / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing offered in a 
particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided 
underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the central 
government or the state government for credit transfer .

The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the University / UTD or in other 
UTDs of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An alternate 
choice will also be available to the students to opt coursesfrom Massive Open Online 
Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active - Learning for Young 
Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the UTD .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . Thecontinuous evaluation of the 
student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting three 
tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may be 
written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in 
best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to 
appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the 
student will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project 
work based courses , appropriate distribution of marks for Practical Record / Project 
Report , Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be decided by the UTD . In case of 
internal assessment , University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at 
least two tests are conducted in a semester . 


UTD may design their own mode of internal assessment with due approval from 
respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in Higher 
Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation will 
be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 .

In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner :

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Ordinance for three / Four years Undergraduate Degree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

( As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programmes offered in Higher 
Education Institutions " issued by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 ) 

1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre published ordinance 13 
( B.Des . ) , 15 ( B.B.A . ) , 16 ( B.Sc . ) , 17 ( B.Com . ) , 18 ( B.A./B.A.J.M.C . ) , 19 ( B.P.A . ) , 20 ( B.F.A . ) , 
38 ( B.C.A . ) , 62 ( B.V.A . ) , 64 ( B.A . Language & Culture ) from the academic session 2022 


23 . 

2. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmes such as Bachelor of Design ( B. Des . ) ( Ordinance No. 13 ) , Bachelor of 
Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) ( Ordinance No. 15 ) , Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) 
( Ordinance No. 16 ) , Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com . ) ( Ordinance No. 17 ) , Bachelor of 
Arts ( B.A. ) & Bachelor of Arts in Journalism & Mass Communication ( Ordinance No. 
18 ) , Bachelor of Performing Arts ( B.P.A. ) ( Ordinance No. 19 ) , Bachelor of Fine Art 
( B.F.A. ) ( Ordinance No. 20 ) , Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) ( Ordinance 
No. 38 ) , Bachelor of Visual Art ( B.V.A. ) ( Ordinance No. 62 ) , Bachelor of Art ( Language 
& Culture ) ( BA in Language & Culture ) ( Ordinance No. 64 ) and other similar 
Undergraduate programmes notified by the University . 

3. The Ordinance shall apply to all such programmes being run by the University in its 
Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its Constituent Units for 
their regular students . 


4. The University will frame admission rules and guidelines for admission to these 
programmes in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4th year ( Level 8 ) shall be available 
only in the institutions offering a 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 

5. Students who have completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any 
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other board recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission 
to these undergraduate programmes . 


6. The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university / state govt . , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the 
UGC and other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy 
issued by the Government from time to time . 

7. Student enrolment in a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . 


8. The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University / autonomous 
college following the guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC / MPPURC 
and other statutory bodies concerned . The same could be suitably incorporated in the 
admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the 
institutional website . 


9. The University may earmark a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous 
year of the programme for lateral entrants in the second / third / fourth year depending 
upon the academic and physical facilities available . Students who have completed the 
first / second / third year of the same programme in any other institution are permitted to re 
enter into the programme after a break in studies . 

10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such 
as Certificate , Diploma , Degree and Degree with Honors / Researchoffered by the 
University . To enable the students to choose two disciplines / courses from the same 
faculty / discipline or multidiscipline . Students shall gain deep disciplinary knowledge 
through theory and practical experiences in their area of Specialization - I ( major ) . They 
gain a reasonable understanding of the chosen area of additional study / Specialization - 
II ( minor ) . Students can choose course combinations across streams / tracks as offered by 
the SoS with the approval of Academic Council . 

11. The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
Degree or four - year / eight - semester Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) 
undergraduate programmes such as 

Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) 

Bachelor of Performing Arts ( B.P.A ) 
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Bachelor of Fine Arts ( B.F.A ) 

Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) 

Bachelor of Commerce ( B.Com ) 

Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A. ) 

Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) 

Bachelor of Arts in Journalism and Mass Communication ( B.A.J.M.C ) 

Bachelor of Design ( B.Des . ) 

Bachelor of Arts in Languages and Culture ( B.A ) 

Bachelor of Visual Arts ( B.V.A. ) 

other similar Undergraduate programmes as notified by the University time to time . 
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12. ADMISSION : 

The admission in the Under Graduate Programmes shall be governed by the ordinance No.01 of 
the University , 

The University shall issue a notification for admission in level - 06 ( 2nd Year ) , level - 07 ( 3rd Year ) 
and level - 08 ( 4th Year ) of various UG Programmes for all odd semesters soon after the 
announcement of Evensemester results of the University . 


Level 5 ( 1st Year ) : The entry requirement for Level 5 is after successful completion of Class 
12 from Central / State Board of Secondary Education , or an equivalent examination from any 
other board recognized by the State Government / University . 

A programme of study leading to entry into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to 
those who have met the admission requirements as per ordinance of that program of the 
University.The student can choose his / her Specialization - I ( Major ) , Specialization - II ( Minor ) 
Courses and the generic elective course if he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the 
concerned Board of Studies . 


NOTE : Major and Minor courses shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as 
the Main faculty ) , whereas Generic Elective Course can be chosen from any faculty . 
However , allotment of choices will be course to the provisions of admission guidelines . 
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Level 6 ( 2nd Year ) . The entry requirement for Level 6 is after the successful completion of 
Level 5 in Main faculty with minimum credit of 40 . 


Level 7 ( 3rd Year ) . The entry requirement for Level 7 is after successful completion of 
Level 5 and 6in Main faculty with minimum credit of 80 . 


Level 8 ( 4th Year ) . An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in a specified field of learning would have completed three - year 
bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) in Main faculty with minimum CGPA of 7.5 and secured minimum 
120 credits . 


13. Eligibility for Admission to NRI / Other Privileged Candidates : 
Non - Resident Indian & other privileged candidates shall be eligible for admission to be 
course for accordance with the directives of Govt . of India and or State Government . 

14. Intake : 

The Intake and fees for the course shall be decided by the Board of Management of the 
University from time to time , subject to approval of concern Regulatory Body . 

15. MEDIUM OF INSTRUCTION 

English / Hindi shall be the medium of Instruction and Examination . 


16. DURATION OF PROGRAM 

The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three academic 
years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to Honours / Research shall be 
of four academic years / eight semesters.A student who leaves the Programme anytime in the 
middle of the programme will retain the credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred 
when she / he enters the programme again . 

The extension in maximum duration shall be given on request of the students with 
recommendations of Academic Council and / or approval of Board of Management . 

However , a student may earn additional credits on one's own . If enough credits are accumulated 
in the prescribed course category , a student shall be awarded the degree earned within the 
prescribed duration . 

Candidates , who wish to complete the undergraduate programmes faster , may do so by 
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completing the different courses equal to the required number of credits and fulfilling all other 
requirements in N - 1 Semesters ( where N is the number of semesters of an undergraduate 
programme ) . This facility is available for the programmes with a minimum duration of three 
years or six semesters . 


For example , a candidate may obtain his / her Six Semesters Bachelor's degree , after 
successfully completing five semesters of the programme , provided he / she has completed 
courses equal to the required / prescribed number of credits and fulfills all other requirements for 
awarding the degree . 


Likewise , a candidate may obtain his / her Eight Semesters Bachelor's degree with honours , 
after successfully completing seven semesters of the programme , provided he / she has completed 
courses equal to the required number of credits and fulfills all other requirements for awarding 
the Bachelor's degree with honours / research . 


17. Exit Options 

Level 5 ( 1st Year ) : After successful completion of the first year ( first two semesters ) , a 
student shall be awarded with a certificate in the field of study . Alternatively , a student who has 
earned 46 credits or as decided by the Academic Council time to time from the prescribed 
number of Core Discipline Courses , Electives , Languages , Generic Electives , Ability 
Enhancement Courses , and Skill Enhancement Courses as mentioned in the framework for 
respective programmes shall be eligible for the award of a certificate in the field of study . 
Note : Students who would like to exit after 1st year and want to obtain an Undergraduate 
Certificate in the respective programmes , have to complete a mandatory Research internship of 
10 credits at SUB / Industry / Research Organization for 450 hours to be completed in 8-10 
weeks . 


Level 6 ( 2nd Year ) .After successful completion of two years ( first four semesters ) , a student 
shall be awarded with a diploma in the field of study . Alternatively , a student who has earned 92 
credits or as decided by the Academic Council time to time from the prescribed number of 
Discipline Core / ElectiveCourses , Languages , Generic Electives , Ability Enhancement Courses , 
and Skill Enhancement Courses as mentioned in the framework for respective programmes shall 
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be eligible for the award of a diploma in the field of study . 
Note : Students who would like to exit after 2nd year and want to obtain an Undergraduate 
Diploma in the respective programmes , have to complete a mandatory Research internshipof 10 
creditsat SUB / Industry / Research Organization for 450 hours to be completed in 8-10 weeks 


Level 7 ( 3rd Year ) . after successful completion of three years ( first six semesters ) , a student 
will be awarded with a Bachelor's Degree in the field of study . Alternatively , a student who has 
earned 132 credits from the prescribed number of Discipline Core / Elective Courses , Languages , 
Open Electives , Ability Enhancement Courses , and Skill Enhancement Courses as mentioned in 
the framework for respective programmes shall be eligible for the award of a Bachelor's Degree 
in the field of study . 


Level 8 ( 4th Year ) .A student shall be awarded Bachelor's degree with Honours / Research 
on successful completion of eight semesters ( four academic years ) with research in 
undergraduate programmes . Alternatively , a student who has earned 172 credits from the 
prescribed number of Discipline Core / ElectiveCourses , Languages , Open Electives , Ability 
Enhancement Courses , and Skill Enhancement Courses as mentioned in the framework for 
respective programmes shall be eligible for the award of a Bachelor's Degree with Honours in 
the field of study . 


A student who exits with Certification , Diploma , Bachelor's Degree and Bachelor's Degree with 
Honours shall be eligible to re - enter the programme , at the entry level that immediately follows 
the exit level chosen previously , to complete the programme or to earn the next level of 
certification . There shall be no limit for the number of exit options or lateral entries to complete 
the programme.A student who completes the first two years of undergraduate programme , either 
in one stretch or by using exit and re - entry options shall be awarded with a diploma in the field 
of study.A student who completes the three years of undergraduate programme , either in one 
stretch or through multiple exits and re - entries shall be awarded with a Bachelor's degree in the 
field of study . 


18. TYPES OF COURSES 

On the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be as follows : 
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Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a core 
requirement of the programme . 

Elective Course : Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of courses , 
which is specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / course of study or 
which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / course / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course 

Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / course of study are referred to as Discipline 
Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related Elective courses of 
interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / course of study ) . 


Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as supplement 
study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course independently with 
advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called dissertation / project . It is considered a 
special course involving the application of knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a real - life 
situation / difficult problem for a bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation 
work would be of credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under 
the guidance of a faculty member . 


Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / course to seek exposure of 
other fields is called a Generic Elective course . 


Project 

Work / Dissertation / Internship / Entrepreneurship : Project work is 
considered a special course involving application of knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a 
real - life situation / difficulty / problem / data analysis , etc. Project work has the intention to provide 
research competencies at undergraduate level . It enables one to acquire special / advanced 
knowledge through supplement / support study to a project work . A student shall carry out project 
work on one's own with an advisory support from a faculty member to produce a 
dissertation / project report . Internship / Entrepreneurship shall be an integral part of the 
curriculum . A student may take up project work in the eighth semester to receive an honours 
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degree . A student willing to pursue master's programme may take up project work in the tenth 
semester of the Five - year Integrated Master's Degree Programme . A student may study 
additional DSEs in the eighth semester and may take up research project in the tenth semester 
and vice versa . 


Ability Enhancement Courses : Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses enable students 
to develop a deeper sense of commitment to oneself and to the society and nation largely . These 
courses will supplement in better understanding of how to integrate knowledge to application 
into a society . Environmental Studies & Disaster Management and Indian Culture and 
Value Systemshall be the two Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses . Other courses shall be 
prescribed by the concerned faculty / SoSwithapproval of theBoS and Academic Council . 


Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses : Skill Enhancement courses are to 
promote skills pertaining to a particular field of study . The purpose of these courses is to provide 
students life - skills in hands - on mode to increase their employability / self- employment . The 
objective is to integrate discipline related skills in a holistic manner with general education . 
These courses may be chosen from a pool of courses designed to provide value - based and / or 
skill - based knowledge . 


Six ( 06 ) Skill Enhancement Courses are to be studied in the first six semesters , one per 
semester or as prescribed by the concerned faculty and approved by the BoS and Academic 
Council . The 04 courses are English & Communication Skills , Entrepreneurship 
Development , Hindi and Design & Critical Thinking . The other courses may include the 
following or as prescribed by the concerned faculty and approved by theBoS and Academic 
Council . 


Sports , Cultural and Extension Activities / Activity Based Courses ( non credit 
course ) : These courses help in character building , spiritual growth , physical growth , etc. They 
facilitate development of various domains of mind and personality such as intellectual , 
emotional , social , moral and aesthetic developments . Creativity , Enthusiasm , and Positive 
Thinking are some of the facets of personality development and the outcomes of these activities . 


A student shall opt for twoof the following activities offered in the University , in each of the first 
six semesters of the undergraduate programmes . Such course shall be non credit each for each of 
the activities and will be internally assessed . 


Physical Education / Yoga / Sports and Games 

N.S.S./N.C.C / Redcross 


Involvement in campus publication or other publications 

Publication of articles in newspapers , magazines 

Community work such as promotion of values of National Integration , Environment , 
Human rights and duties , etc. 

A Small project work concerning the achievements of India in different fields 

Evolution of study groups / seminar circles on Indian thoughts and ideas 

Activity exploring different aspects of Indian civilizations 
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Involvement in popularization programmes such as scientific temper 

Innovative compositions and creations in dance / music / theatre and visual arts . 

Any other activities such as Cultural Activities as prescribed by the University . 

The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of Studies of the 
University .

Selection of Major / Minor / Generic Elective Courses 

The student can choose his / her Major , Minor courses and the Generic Elective Courses , if he / she 
fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . 


Major and Minor courses shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas Generic Elective courses can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
availability of courses in disciplinary and interdisciplinary courses or tracks shall be prescribed 
by the concerned BoS . 

The student shall be given a single chance at level 7 ( 3rd Year ) to interchange the major and 
minor courses . However , in such cases , it will be the students ' responsibility to earn additional 
credits to fulfill the minimum requirement of credits prescribed for the major course . 

Field Projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , etc. shall 
preferably be related to major and / or minor courses . 


Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The University / SoSshall allow up to 40 % of the total credits being offered in a particular 
programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided under SWAYAM 
platform or any other MOOC platform recognized by the central Government or the state 
government for credit transfer . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill 
Enhancement / Ability Enhancement courses from the courses available within the University / 
SoSor in other SOS of the same universities but from same level of the programmes . An 
alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt for courses from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study Webs of Active- Learning for Young 
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Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of the University / SoS . The University / SoSshall 
offer elective - generic courses in each programme on merit basis across the disciplines . The 
number of seats in the course will depend on available facilities in the University / SoS . 

The students can also opt for a course under DSE of Major course from Massive Open Online 
Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 


The University / SoSwill decide to allow the online courses of SWAYAM if : 
The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning process in the 
institution.Every student opting for a course available on SWAYAM platform would be required 


to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the stipulated fee to SWAYAM for 
registering the course , if required . While allowing the online learning courses offered by 
SWAYAM , it shall be ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities 
and library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in adequate 
measure by the University SoS . The parent institution must designate a course 
coordinator / facilitator to guide the students throughout the course and facilitate / conduct the 
lab / practical sessions / examinations . 


The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respective University / SoSneeds to be 
undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The project may be undertaken in any of 
the National and State Laboratories / Institutes / Companies / Industries with the approval of 
University / SoS.Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance governing the 
examinations . In general , attendance of at least seventy - five percent of theory lectures and 
practical's separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end examination . 
For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in the percentage of attendance not 
exceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional held in 
each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor / Dean faculty of SOS / Constituent Unit .

The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long answer , short 
answer and objective type questions or as prescribed by the BOS with approval of Academic 
Council . The continuous evaluation of the student will be conducted at three points of time in a 
semester by conducting three tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the 
third may be written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained in best 
two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall have to appear in at least 
two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , the student will be awarded AB Grade in 
that course . In case of Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate distribution of 
marks for Practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any will be 
decided by the Faculty / School . In case of internal assessment , the University / SOS / Faculty shall 
distribute and design their assessment so that at least two tests are conducted in a semester . 
Total marks obtained in ESE and continuous evaluation will be considered for awarding the grade

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In case statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum passing 
percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 

If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off percentage of 
marks , then F grade will be awarded . Otherwise , the grades will be awarded as per above 
mentioned table . If a student obtains F or AB grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated as 
having failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) as and 
when conducted by the University / Faculty . Marks obtained earlier in continuous assessment may 
be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in repeat semester - end examination to decide 
the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she 
secures at least half of the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of 
the total credits in any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and he / she 
will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated as zero semester . In 
such cases the student will not be promoted to the next semester . If a student passes in all the 
courses offered in any semester , then the student will be declared pass in that semester . If a student 
secures at least half of the total credits in a semester and fails in some courses offered in that 
semester then he / she will be provisionally promoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To 
Keep Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails.If the student fails to pass all the courses in the 
next ATKT examination , the provisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given 
second chance to pass the failed courses . Suppose the student does not successfully complete the 
concerned semester even after the aforesaid second chance . In that case , she / he shall be treated as 
fail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semesters.Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who 
get F or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the prescribed 
fee for repeating the course.On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . 
In such a case , that semester will be treated as zero semester.In case of zero semester , the student 
will not be promoted to the next semester till he / she clears that semester . The University may allow 
such a student to re - register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay 
semester fee again in such case and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws 
within one month from starting the academic semester , the semester fee will not be charged again . 
The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per the existing 
rules of the University . The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / Faculty but within the maximum duration of the programme . He / she 
can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course .

Calculation of SGPA / CGPA : 


Semester Grade Point Average ( SGPA ) is a measure of performance of the student in a 
semester . It is the ratio of total credit points secured by a student in various courses 
registered in that semester and the total course credits taken during that semester . The 
Semester Grade Point Average SGPA ) and Cumulative Grade Point Average ( CGPA ) will 
be calculated as weighted average of credit points secured by the student , except the credits 
of additional courses if any . The SGPA and CGPA shall be rounded off up to 2 decimal 
places and reported in the grade sheet.For example , if a student takes four courses 
( Theory / Practical ) in a semester with credits C1 , C2 , C3 and C4 and the student's grade 
points in these courses are G1 , G2 , G3 and G4 , respectively , and then students ' SGPA is 
equal to :

CGPA is a measure of the overall cumulative performance of a student over all the 
semesters completed . The CGPA is the ratio of total credit points secured by a student in 
various courses in all the semesters completed and the sum of the credits of all courses in 
all the semesters completed . The CGPA is calculated with the SGPA of all the semesters to 
two decimal points and is indicated in final grade report card / final transcript showing the 
grades of all semesters and their courses . The CGPA shall reflect the failed Status in case of 
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F grade ( s ) , till the course ( s ) is / are passed . When the course ( s ) is / are passed by obtaining a 
pass grade on subsequent examination ( s ) the CGPA shall only reflect the new grade and not 
the fail grades earned earlier . The CGPA is calculated as :

Credit Transfer : 


The credit transfer shall be implemented as per the policy of the University framed in 
accordance with the guidelines issued by the UGC from time to time . The member 
institutions of the Academic Bank of Credit established vide University Grants 
Commission ( Establishment and Operation of Academic Bank of Credits in Higher 
Education ) Regulations , 2021 shall accept and transfer the credits as per the provisions of 
this regulation as amended from time to time . 


Except for the cases of provisional promotions , the universities established by M.P. 
University Act , 1973 shall facilitate credit transfer of students between them . However , the 
student may be required to fulfill some eligibility criteria , drawing parity for a course , 
framed by the University in which the student seeks admission.If any question arises 
relating to the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance , it shall be referred to State 
Govt . whose decision thereon shall be applicable .

The Ordinance shall apply to all such programs being run by the University in its Teaching 
Departments ( UTDs / SOS ( School of Studies ) and itsconstituent units for their regular as well 
non collegiate ( private ) students . 

Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programs will be framed by the 
University for Admission in its UTDs / SOS . 


Students who have completed Grade 12 School Leaving Certificate from based Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognized by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programs . 

The admission shall be made on merit calculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
University / State Govt . keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the UGC 
and other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy issued by the 
Government from time to time . 


Student enrolment in a program / course shall be restricts to the seats allotted by the University . 
The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the University following the 
guidelines / norms issued by the State Government / UGC , MPPURC Bhopal and other statutory 
bodies concerned . The same could be incorporated in the admission guidelines for the 
information of the concerned and uploaded on the institutional website or admission portal of 
the Department of Higher education . 


Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university mayyear mark 
seats a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programme for 
lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the 
student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme 
in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 
10. To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programs , qualifications such as 
certificates , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) qualification ( Table 1 ) . The four year undergraduate programme shall 
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comprise courses under the following subjects / categories . 

I. Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Major ( core course - DSE ) ( 64 credit ) . 

II . Disciplinary / interdisciplinary Minor ( 32 Credits0 

III . Generic Enhancement Courses ( 8 Credits ) 
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IV . Skill enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 Credits ) 

V. Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 Credits ) 

VI . Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research project ( 28 
Credits ) 


N.B. for BBA / BCA / BHSc and like programs , a group / subject shall be chosen as Major / Minor / Generic 
Elective . 


Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table 1. The entry and exit options for 
students , who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows 


1st Year ( First & Second Semester Level 5 ) 

Entry 1 The entry requirement for first semester in Level 5 is successful completion of Class 2 from 
MP Board of Secondary Education , Bhopal , or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognized by the State Government / University , A programe of study leading to entry into the first 
year of the Bachelor's Degree is open to those who have met the admission requirement . 


Exit 1 If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 and earns the requisite number of credits , the 
student will become entitled to an Undergraduate certificate in the faculty of her / his Major Subject . If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate certificate in hand . 


2nd Year ( Third & Fourth Semester - Level 6 ) 

Entry2 , The entry requirement for fourth semester in Level 6 is the successful completion of Level 5 . 
A programme of study leading to the second year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have 
met the admission requirements . 


Exit 2 If a student passes all the courses of Level 5 & 6 and earns the requisite number of credits , the 
student becomes entitled to an Undergraduate Diploma in the faculty of her / his Major subject . If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduate Diploma in hand . A diploma 
requires 80 credits with 40 credits in each of the two levels . 


3rd Year ( Fifth & Sixth Semester - Level 7 ) 

Entry 3 The entry requirement for semester six in Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6. A 
programme of study leading to the Bachelor's Degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 3 If the students passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns the 
requisite number of credits , the student becomes entitled to the Undergraduate Degree in the faculty of 
her / his Major subject . A Bachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 7 , with 40 credits at 
level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 
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4th Year ( Seventh & Eighth Semester - Level 8 ) 

Entry 4 An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in a 
specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three year bachelor 
degree ( level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year Bachelor's degree , candidates who 
meet a minimum CGPA of 7 5 shall be allowed to continue studies in the fourth year of the 
undergraduate programme to pursue and complete the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 If the students passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the student 
become entitled to an Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of her / his Major 
subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honourse / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits from level 5 to 8 , 
with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 40 credits at level 8 .

The credits will be awarded by the University . The credit can be calculated as follows 

One hour of theory of one hour of tutorial or two hours of laboratory work per week for 15 
weeks resulting in the award of one credit . 

Credits for internship shall be one credit per week of training subject to a maximum of six 
credits in a semester . 


11. The minimum duration of the undergraduate degree programme shall be of three 
academic years / six semesters , whereas that of undergraduate degree leading to 
Honours / Research shall be of four academic years / eight semesters . 


A student who leaves the course any time in the middle of the programme will 
retain the credits earned so far , which will be restored / transferred when she / he 
enters the programme again . 

The Maximum duration for completing the Undergraduate Degree and Undergraduate 
Degree ( Honours / Research ) programme for regular students shall be 6 and 8 years , 
respectively . 

Types of Courses 

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of 
courses , courses are the basic units of education and / or training . Types of courses shall be 
as follows : 
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12.1 Core Course : Such courses which shall compulsory be studied by the student as 
a core requirement of the programme . 

12.2 Elective Course : 

Generally , a course which the student can choose from a pool of course , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of study or 
which provides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called and 
Elective Course . 

12.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective course offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related elective 
course of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject of study ) . 
12.2.2 Dissertation / Project 


An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , such as 
supplement study / support study to a project work , and a student studies such a course 
independently with advisory support by a teacher / faculty member is called 
dissertation / project . It is consolidated a special course involving the application of 
knowledge in solving / analyzing / exploring a real - life situation / difficult problem for a 
bachelor degree with honours / research . A project / Dissertation work would be of credits , 
as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the guideline of a 
faculty member . 

12.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course 


An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject to seek 
exposure of other fields is called a Generic Elective course . 
12.3 Ability Enhancement Course ( AEC ) : 


The ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types 
• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) or Vocational Courses 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to Knowledge 
enhancement , Such as . 

Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication is mandatory for all disciplines 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to enhance 
skills of the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide hands - on training 
competencies , skill etc. 


12.4 The syllabus for a specific programme will be decided by the concerned Board of 
studies of the University based on the curriculum issued by the UGC under LOCF with 
maximum deviation of 20 % . 
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STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTER SYSTEM 
First Semester : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the first semester if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course of 
the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement 
Course ( AEC )

Second Semester ( Level 5 ) : 

A Student shall be declared to have successfully completed the second semester 
if he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Course 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in Ability Enhancement 
Course ( AEC ) 


The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfills the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of studies A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor 
subject from science / arts / commerce faculty whereas a student passing Grade 12 with arts 
faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only Major and Minor 
subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( when will be called as However , allotment for 
choice will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

13.3 Third Semester : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the third semester . If 
he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the major subject . 6 credits in core course of 
the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in skill Enhancement course 
( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


13.4 Fourth Semester ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fourth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Courses of the major subject , 6 credits in Core Courses 
of the minor subject , 4 credits in Generic Elective and 4 credits in skill Enhancement 
Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course . 


The students shall be given a single chance at the entry of level 6 to interchange 
the major and minor subjects . However , in such cases , it will be the student's 
responsibility to earn additional credits to fulfill the minimum requirement of such credits 
prescribed for the major course only after fulfillment of such credits he / she will be 
entitled to earn an Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 

13.5 Fifth Semester : 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the fifth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 4 credits in skill 
Enhancement Course ( SEC ) / Vocational Course , 4 credits in discipline specific elective 
( DSE ) of the major and 6 credits in field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community 
engagement and service , preferably related to major and / or minor subjects . 
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Sixth Semester ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the sixth semester , if 
he / she acquires 6 credits in Core Course of the major subject , 8 credits in discipline 
specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject and 6 credits in field 
projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and services , preferably 
related to major and / or minor subjects . 
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13.7 Seventh Semester : 


Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A Student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
with honours , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the major subject , 4 credits in 
Research methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major 
subject , and 6 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship related to the major 
subject . 


A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the seventh semester 
with research , if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major subject , 4 credits in 
research methodology , 4 credits in discipline specific elective ( DSE ) of the major subject , 
and 6 credits in research project .

Bachelor with Honours / Research 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the eighth semester with 
honours , if he / she acquires if he / she acquires 6 credits in core courses of the Major 
subject , 4 credits in dissertation , and 10 credits in field project / internship / apprenticeship 
related to the major subject .

In case statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding the minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner 


If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then F grade will be awarded otherwise , the grades will be

Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F 
or Ab grade in the course or has failed in the semester .

If the student fails to pass all the courses in the next ATKT examination , 
theprovisional promotion will be terminated , but he / she will be given second chance to 
passthefailedcourses.Supposethestudentdoesnotsuccessfully complete the concerned 
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semester even after the aforesaid second chance . In that case , she / he shall be treated 
asfail in that semester and will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester 
willbetreatedas zerosemester . 


If the 4th year of undergraduate programme is not offered in the present 
autonomouscollege , admissions in another autonomous college / UTD within the same 
University shallbe allowed incases of provisional promotionsto the 4thyear of the 
undergraduateprogramme . 

16.9 Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates who get F 
orAb grade in the course or has failed in the semester . The student has to pay the 
prescribedfeefor repeatingthe course . 

16.10 Onaccountofvalidreasons , astudentmaywithdrawfromasemester . Insuchacase , thatsemester 


will be treated as zero semester . 

16.11 In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester till 
he / sheclearsthat semester.The University may allowsuchastudent tore - register in 
thatsemester in the coming semesters . The student has to pay semester fee again in such 
caseand may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student withdraws within one month 
from startingtheacademic semester , thesemester fee will not be chargedagain . 

16.12 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as per 
theexistingrules ofthe University / Autonomous college . 

16.13 The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or conducted 
bythe University / UTD / Autonomouscollegebutwithinthemaximumdurationoftheprogramm 
e.He / she canavail multiplerepeat attempts topass thecourse . 

16.14 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from other 
UTDsare registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade to the 
concernedUTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by the UTD 
where thestudenthas taken admission .

Ordinance for threelfouryears UndergraduateDegree ( CBCS Semester Mode ) 

( As per the " Guidelines for Multiple Entry and Exit in Academic Programmes offered in Higher 
Education Institutions " issued by UGC , New Delhi under National Education Policy 2020 ) 


94A.1 The provisions of this Ordinance shall be applicable on pre stablished UG ( Sem ) , for 
Applicable OrdinancesNo : 13,18,19,20,21,73 , from theacademic session 2022-23 . 

94A.2 The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to the three - year / six - semester Bachelor's 
degreeorfour - year / eight - semesterBachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) undergraduate 
programmessuch as Bachelor of Computer Application ( B.C.A . ) , Bachelor of Arts ( B.A. ) , 
Bachelor of Science ( B.Sc. ) , Bachelor of Copmmerce ( B.Com . ) , Bachelor of Computer 
Application ( B.C.A. ) , Bachelor of Business Administration ( B.B.A. ) , Bachelor of 
Designe ( B.Des . ) Bachelor of Home Science ( B.H.Sc. ) and other similar Undergraduate 
programmes notified by the University . 

94A.3 The Ordinance shall be applicable to all such programmes being run by the Mahakaushal 
University in its Teaching Departments ( UTDs ) / SOS ( School of Studies ) and its constitute 
Units for their regular as well as non - collegiate ( private ) students . 

94A.4 Admission rules and guidelines for admission to these programmes will be framed by the 
University for admission in its UTDs / SOS . Admission to the 4 - th year ( Level 8 ) shall be 
available only in the institutions which are offering 4 - year Undergraduate Programme . 

94A.5 Students who have successfully completed Grade 12School Leaving Certificate from Board of 
Secondary Education , Madhya Pradesh , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other 
board recognised by the State Government / University will be eligible for admission to these 
undergraduate programmes . 


94A.6 The admission shall be made on meritcalculated on the basis of criteria notified by the 
university ordinance 2 & 3 , keeping in view the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the 
UGC and other statutory bodies concerned and taking into account the reservation policy 
issued by the government from time to time . 

94A.7 . Student enrollmentin a programme / course shall be restricted to the seats allotted by the 
University . The in - take capacity shall be determined in advance by the Mahakaushal university 
in accordance with the guidelines / norms in this regard issued by the State Government / UGC , 
MPPURC and other statutory bodies concerned so that the same could besuitably incorporated 
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in the admission guidelines for the information of all concerned and uploaded on the 
institutional website . 
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94A.8 Depending upon the academic and physical facilities available , the university may earmark 
seats to a maximum of 10 % of the seats sanctioned for the previous year of the programmefor 
lateral entrants in the second year / third year / fourth year of a first - degree programme , if the 
student has successfully completed the first year / second year / third year of the same programme 
in any institution and wants to re - enter into the programme after a break in studies . 
94A.9 To enable multiple entry and exit points in the academic programmes , qualifications such as 
certificate , diploma , and degree are organized in a series of levels in an ascending order from 
level 5 to level 8. Level 5 represents certificate and level 8 represents Bachelor Degree 
( Honours / Research ) ( Table 1 ) . The four - year undergraduate programme shall comprise courses 
under following subjects / Categories : 


i ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Major ( 48 credits ) 

ii ) Disciplinary / interdisciplinary / Minor ( 32 credits ) 

iii ) Generic Elective ( 16 credits )

iv ) Discipline Specific Elective ( 16 credits ) 

v ) Skill Enhancement Courses / Vocational Courses ( 12 credits ) 

vi ) Ability Enhancement Courses ( 08 credits ) 

vii ) Field projects / internship / apprenticeship / community engagement and service / research 

project ( 28credits ) . 

Qualification and Credit Requirements are given in Table . 2. The entry and exitoptions for students , 
who enter the undergraduate programme , are as follows : 


Entry 1 : The entry requirement for Level 5 is successful completion of Class 12from M.P.Board of 
Secondary Education , Bhopal or an equivalent examination from any other board 
recognised by the State Government / University . A programme of study leading to entry 
into the first year of the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the admission 
requirements . 


Exit 1 : If a student pass all the courses of Level 5and earns requisite number of credits , the student will 
become entitled for Undergraduate certificatein the faculty of her / his Major Subject . If 
she / he wants to exit , can exit the programme with Undergraduatecertificate in hand .

Entry 3. The entry requirement for Level 7 is successful completion of Level 5 & 6 . A programme of 
study leading to the Bachelor's degree is open to those who have met the 
admissionrequirements .

Exit 3 : If the student passes all the courses of Level 5 to 7 i.e. first to six semesters and earns requisite 
number of credits , the student becomes entitled for the Undergraduate Degreein the 
faculty of her / his Major Subject.ABachelor's degree requires 120 credits from level 5 to 
7 , with 40 credits at level 5,40 credits at level 6 , and 40 credits at level 7 . 


Entry 4. An individual seeking admission to a Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) ( Level 8 ) in a 
specified field of learning would have completed all requirements of the relevant three 
year bachelor degree ( Level 7 ) . After completing the requirements of a three - year 
Bachelor's degree , candidates who meet a minimum CGPA of 7.5 shall be allowed to 
continue studies in the fourth year of the undergraduate programmeto pursue and complete 
the Bachelor's ( Honours / Research ) degree . 


Exit 4 : If the student passes all the courses of level 5 to 8 and earns the requisite credits , the student 
becomes entitled for Undergraduate Degree ( Honours / Research ) in the faculty of her / his 
the Major Subject . A Bachelor's degree ( Honours / Research ) requires a total of 160 credits 
from level 5 to 8 , with 40 credits at level 5 , 40 credits at level 6 , 40 credits at level 7 , and 
40 credits at level 8 .

Each of the subject / categories ( i ) to ( v ) as specified in clause 10 shall comprise of courses .

94A.11.1 . CoreCourse : Such courses which shall compulsorily be studied by the student as a 
core requirement of the programme . 

94A.11.2 . Elective Course : 


Generallya course , which can be chosen by the student from a pool of courses , which is 
specific or specialized or advanced or supportive to the discipline / subject of studyor 
whichprovides an extended scope or which enables an exposure of some other 
discipline / subject / domain to nurture the candidate's proficiency or skill is called an Elective 


Course . 

94A11.2.1 Discipline Specific Elective ( DSE ) Course : 

Elective courses offered from the main discipline / subject of study are referred to as 
Discipline Specific Elective . The University may also offer discipline related 
Elective courses of interdisciplinary nature ( to be offered by main discipline / subject 
of study ) . 


94A11.2.2 Dissertation / Project : 

An elective course designed to acquire special / advanced knowledge , suchas 
supplement study / support study to a project work , anda student studiessuch a course 
on his own with an advisory support by a teacher / faculty member 
iscalleddissertation / project . It is considered as a special course involving application 
of knowledge in solving / analysing / exploring a real life situation / difficult problem 
for bachelor degree with honours / research . A Project / Dissertation work would be of 
credits , as decided by the competent body . The student will do this work under the 
guidance of afaculty member . 

94A.11.2.3 Generic Elective ( GE ) Course : 

An elective course chosen generally from an unrelated discipline / subject , with an 
intention to seek exposure of other field is called a Generic Elective course . 
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P.S .: A core course offered in a discipline / subject may be treated as an elective by 
other discipline / subject and vice - versa and such electives may also be referred to as 
GenericElectiveCourse . 


94A.11.3.Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) : 


The Ability Enhancement Courses ( AEC ) are of two types : 
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• Ability Enhancement Compulsory Courses ( AECC ) 

• Skill Enhancement Courses ( SEC ) orVocational Courses . 

" AECC " courses are the courses based upon the content that leads to 
Knowledgeenhancement , such as ; 


• Environmental Education 

English / Hindi Communication are mandatory for all disciplines . 

SEC courses are value - based / skill - based and may also be designed to focus on 
enhancement of skills pertaining to the Major Subject . They are aimed to provide 
hands - on - training , competencies , skills , etc. 

94A.11.4 . The syllabus for a specific programme willbe decided by the concerned Board of 
Studies of the University . 


94A.12.STRUCTURE FOR UNDERGRADUATE PROGRAMME : SEMESTERSYSTEM 


94A.12.1 . First Year ( Level 5 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 5 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

The student can choose his / her major , minor subjects and the generic elective subject if 
he / she fulfils the pre - requisites prescribed by the concerned Board of Studies . A student 
passing Grade 12 with science can take admission in Level 5 with major and minor subjects 
fromscience / arts / commercefaculty ; a student passing grade 12 with commerce faculty can 
take major and minor subjects from commerce / arts faculty , whereas a student passing grade 
12th with arts faculty can choose major and minor subjects from arts faculty only . Major 
and Minor subjects shall belong to the same faculty ( which will be called as the Main 
faculty ) , whereas generic elective subject can be chosen from any faculty . However , 
allotment of choices will be subject to the provisions of admission guidelines . 

94A.12.2 . Second Year ( Level 6 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 6 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 
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The student shall be given the single chance at the entry of level 6to interchange the major 
and minor subjects , however , in such cases , it will be responsibility of the students to earn 
additional credits to fulfil the minimum requirement of creditsprescribed for the major 
course ; and only after fulfilmentof such credits he / she will be entitled to earn an 
Undergraduate Diploma or an Undergraduate Degree . 


94A.12.3 . Third Year ( Level 7 ) : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 7 , if he / she acquires 
credits as given in Table 2 . 

94A.12.4 . Fourth Year ( Level 8 ) : 

( a ) Bachelor with Honours : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Honours degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

( b ) Bachelor with Research : 

A student shall be declared to have successfully completed the Level 8 for Bachelor with 
Research degree , if he / she acquires credits as given in Table 2 . 

The nomenclature of degrees shall strictly conform to the relevant provisions ofthe 
act / regulations / guidelines of the UGC . 

94A.12.5 . Credit Distribution for Semester : 


The credit distribution for first to eight semesters related to Levels 5 to 8 shall be as per the 
Table 2ashown in clause 13.8 . 

94A.12.6 . Additional Courses : 

In the categories of minor subject , generic elective and skill enhancement courses / vocational 
courses , a student may earn up toadditional 6 credits per year in the entire tenure of 3 - year 
undergraduate degree programmeafter paying due fees for registration and examination .

94A.13 . Choice to Select the MOOC Courses : 

The University / UTD / SOS can allow up to 40 % of the total creditsbeing offered in a 
particular programme in a semester through the online learning courses provided 
underSWAYAM platformor any other MOOC platform recognised by the central 
government or the state government for credit transfer . 

b . The students will have the choice to opt elective - generic / Skill Enhancement / Ability 
Enhancement courses from the courses available within the Mahakaushal 
University / UTD or in other UTDs of the Mahakaushal University but from same level 
of the programmes . An alternate choice will also be available to the students to opt 
coursesfrom Massive Open Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM ( Study 
Webs of Active - Learning for Young Aspiring Minds ) platform with the permission of 
the University / UTD . 

The Mahakaushal University / UTDs shalloffer elective - generic courses in each 
programme on merit basis across the disciplines . The number of seats in the course will 
depend on available facilities in the University / UTD . 

d . The students can also opt a course under DSE of Major subject from Massive Open 
Online Courses ( MOOCs ) available at SWAYAM platform . 

e . The Mahakaushal University will take a decision for allowing the online courses of 
SWAYAM if : 

( i ) The courses offered on SWAYAM would supplement the teaching - learning 
process in the institution . 

( ii ) Every student opting a course available on SWAYAM platform would be 
required to register for the course at SWAYAM . The student will pay the 
stipulated fee to SWAYAM for registering the course , if required . 

( iii ) While allowing the online learning courses offered by SWAYAM , it shall be 
ensured that the physical facilities like laboratories , computer facilities and 
library etc. essential for pursuing the courses shall be made available free in 
adequate measure by the Mahakaushal University / UTD . The Mahakaushal 
Universitywill designate a course coordinator / facilitator to guide the students 
throughout the course and facilitate / conduct the lab / practical

sessions / examinations . 

The requirement of project / dissertation , as notified by the respectiveMahakaushal 
University / UTD need to be undertaken by the candidate for the specified credits . The 
project may be undertaken in any of the National and State 
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Laboratories / Institutes / Universities / Companies Industries with the approval of 
Mahakaushal University / UTD . 

94A.14 . Requirement of attendance will be as per University Ordinance number 04 governing 
the examinations . In general attendance of atleast seventy - five percent of theory lectures 
and practicals separately will be required in each course to sit in the semester end 
examination . 


For special reasons such as prolonged illness deficiency in percentage of attendance 
notexceeding fifteen percent of the total number of lectures delivered and practical / sessional 
held in each course may be condoned by the Vice Chancellor of the Mahakaushal 
University . 


94A.15 . Examination & Evaluation : 


94A.15.1 Generally each course will correspond to an examination paper comprising of 
external and internal valuations . The semester theoryexaminations will be of 3 
hours . The credit structure for theory / practical / tutorial , internal , external 
examinations and total marks for an examination are shown in the Table 3 in 
clause 16.16 . examination as per ordinance no 04 & 05 . 

94A.15.2 The question paper of the external examination should preferably contain long 
answer , short answer and objective type questions . Thecontinuous evaluation of 
the student will be conducted at three points of time in a semester by conducting 
three tests of 20 marks each . Of these , two must be written tests and the third may 
be written test / Quiz / Seminar / Assignment for theoretical courses . Marks obtained 
in best two tests out of three will be awarded to the student . Each student shall 
have to appear in at least two tests and End Semester Examination ; failing which , 
the student will be awarded Ab Grade in that course . In case of 
Laboratory / Field / Project work based courses , appropriate distribution of marks 
for practical Record / Project Report , Practical Semester end exam , viva , if any be 
decided by the UTD / University . In case of internal assessment , the 
UTD / University shall distribute and design their assessment so that at least two 
tests are conducted in a semester . 


94A.15.3 UTD / University will design its own mode of internal assessment with due 
approval from respective academic council in view of the " Evaluation Reforms in 
Higher Educational Institutions , 2019 " published by the UGC . 

94A.15.4 Total marks obtained in Semester - End Examination and continuous evaluation 
will be considered for awarding the grade in the course as explained in 16.6 . 
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94A.15.5 The grading will be made on 10 - point scale as described below :

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In case , statutory bodies of the programme issue the guidelines regarding minimum 
passing percentage of marks , then grading will be done in the following manner : 
If the marks obtained by the student in a course are less than the minimum cut - off 
percentage of marks , then Fgrade will be awarded , otherwise the grades will be 
awarded as per above mentioned table . 

If a student obtains For Ab grade in any course ( s ) , he / she will be treated to have 
failed in the course ( s ) . He / she has to reappear in the examinations of that course ( s ) 
as and when conducted by the University / UTD . Marks obtained earlier in 
continuous assessment may be carried forward and added to the marks obtained in 
repeat semester - end examination to decide the grade in the repeat course ( s ) . 

The student will be promoted to the next semester if he / she secures at least half of 
the total credits in a semester . In case the student secures less than half of the total 
creditsin any semester , then the student will be declared fail in that semester and 
he / she will be asked to repeat the entire semester and that semester will be treated 
as zero semester . In such cases the student will not be promoted to the next 

semester . 
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If a student passes in all the courses offered in any semester then will be declared 
pass in that semester . If a student secures at least half of the total creditsin a 
semesterand fails in some courses offered in that semester then he / she will be 
provisionallypromoted to the next semester with ATKT ( Allowed To Keep 
Term ) in those courses in which he / she fails . 


If the student fails to pass all the courses inthe next ΑΤΚΤ 
examination , the provisional promotion will be terminated , buthe / she will be given 
second chance to pass the failed courses . If the student does not successfully 
complete the concernedsemester even after the aforesaid second chance , she / he 
shall betreated as fail inthat semesterand will be asked to repeat the entiresemester 
and that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


Repetition of a theory / practical course is allowed only to those candidates 
who get F or Ab grade in the courseor has failed in the semester . The student has to 
pay the prescribed fee for repeating the course . 

On account of valid reasons , a student may withdraw from a semester . In such case 
that semester will be treated as zero semester . 


In case of zero semester , the student will not be promoted to the next semester 
till he / she clears that semester . The university may allow such a student to re 
register in that semester in the coming semesters . The student has to paysemester 
fee again in such case and and may not be eligible for scholarships . If the student 
withdraws within one month from starting of the academic semester then semester 
fee will not be charged again . 


94A.15.11 The provision for review of answer book in semester system will be available as 

per the existing rules of the University . 

The theoretical and practical courses can be repeated whenever offered or 
conducted by the University / UTD but within maximum duration of the 
programme . He / she can avail multiple repeat attempts to pass the course . 
94A.15.13 Applicable to UTDs in the same universities : The UTD , where students from 
otherUTDs are registered for choice based elective course ( s ) , will send the Grade 
to the concerned UTD where the student is enrolled . The result will be declared by 
the UTD where the student has taken admission .

In exercise of the power conferred by Clause ( zk ) of Sub - section ( 2 ) of Section 181 read with Sub 
section ( 3 ) of the section 91 of the Electricity Act , 2003 ( No. 36 of 2003 ) , the Madhya Pradesh 
Electricity Regulatory Commission , hereby makes following amendments to Madhya Pradesh 
Electricity Regulatory Commission ( Class I and Class II Service Recruitment and conditions of service ) 
Regulations , 2012 namely : - 


Second Amendment to Madhya Pradesh Electricity Regulatory Commission ( Class I and II 
Service Recruitment and Condition of Service ) Regulations , 2012 . 


1. Short title and Commencement : 

1.1 These Regulations shall be called the Second Amendment to " Madhya Pradesh Electricity 
Regulatory Commission ( Class I and II Service Recruitment and Condition of Service ) 
Regulations , 2012 ( AG ( ii ) –2022 ) ” . 


1.2 These Regulations shall come in force from the date of their publication in the " Gazette " of the 
Government of Madhya Pradesh . 


2. In said Regulation 6 , 

( 1 ) In sub - regulation ( 1 ) , for clause ( c ) , the following clause shall be substituted , namely : - 
" ( c ) By deputation or contractual appointment of candidate ( s ) , who either hold a position in 
substantive / officiating capacity or retired from such posts and in such services as 
specified in Schedule III of these Regulations . " 


( 2 ) For sub - regulation ( 2 ) , the following sub - regulation shall be substituted , namely : - 

" ( 2 ) The number of persons , recruited under Clause ( a ) , ( b ) and ( c ) of sub - regulation 6 ( 1 ) , 
shall not , at any time exceed , the number of posts shown in Scheduled - II . " ; 


3. In Regulation 8 , in sub - regulation ( 1 ) , after clause ( k ) , the following clauses shall be added , 
namely : - 

" ( ) In the case of retired government officer ( s ) , contract appointment shall be given to the 
incumbent ( s ) who have atleast two ( 02 ) years for attaining the age of 65 years . 

( m ) The maximum age limit for the candidate applying from Private Sector would be 55 years . " 

4. For Regulation 21 , the following Regulation shall be substituted , namely : - 

" 21. Condition of Deputation or Contractual Appointment : -Appointing Authority may fill up 
the post ( s ) as shown in column ( 2 ) of Schedule II through deputation or contractual 
appointment by the candidates having specified qualification and experience . Under unavoidable 
circumstances in which there is no candidate available in feeder cadre then only the posts of 
promotion as shown in column ( 5 ) of said Schedule may also be filled through deputation or 
contract . Following are the parameters for appointment through deputation or contractual basis : - 


I. Appointment on Deputation 

a . To fill the posts through deputation , guidelines and instructions issued from time to time 
by Government of Madhya Pradesh shall be followed . 
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b . The eligibility criterion for posts to be filled up on deputation shall be as per the 
qualification and experience specified in Schedule -III . 


c . Repatriation from Deputation : The selected candidate can be sent back to his / her 
parent department by the Commission prior to the completion of their deputation period . 
Such personnel shall not have lien or claim whatsoever on Commission's regular 
establishment . 


II . Appointment on Contract : 

a . The eligibility criteria for posts to be filled up on contract shall be as per the qualification 
and experience specified in Schedule -III for those candidates who are either working or 
retired from Government / Private organisation / undertakings , regulatory institutions and 
such other institutions as may be considered appropriate by the Commission . 


b . Period of Appointment : 

i . On the contract appointment posts , the initial contract appointment shall be made for the 
period of not more than two ( 02 ) years . 


ii . Contract Extension - The extension of the contract period would be on the discretion of 
the Commission on the basis of the performance of the candidate . The Commission may 
renew the contract by extending the period of contract upto maximum one ( 01 ) year for 
every extension depending on the necessity and performance of person appointed on 

contract . 


Provided that the extension can be given maximum up - to the attainment of age of 
superannuation as applicable on Commission / M.P. State Government employees : 


Provided further that the extension for the selected retired personnel can be given 
maximum up - to the attainment of age of 65 years . 


iii . If not extended , the Contract appointment shall be deemed terminated automatically on 
expiry of the period of the contract appointment and no separate order shall be needed for 
terminating the services . 


c . Termination of contract - 

Either of parties may terminate the contract before the expiry of tenure by giving one 
month's notice in advance or paying the notice pay i.e. , one month's salary in lieu thereof .
